ll’e may rail at the profiteer, but at the same time no wise man will forget the three fundamental factors 
which make living expensive—an expanded currency, a restricted supply of most of the luxuries and many of the 
necessities, and a demand for all merchandise almost without precedent. When we face these facts we may well 
cease to fear the future, for we know of a certainty that if we keep our heads such matters as put us to inconven- 
ience now will find solution in good time. We need more intensive labor to achieve greater production. More 
thrift and self-denial will help, too, as it always does. Thrift saved France when her richest possessions were taken 
away. Ile are faced by no such emergency; but thrift in America can help to save the world if we will let it do so. 


The war is over. Ships again safely sail the seas. The sun no longer hides his face behind the battle haze. The 
earth is quiet. Here and there we note reaction. We must restore our strength. Taut nerves have made hasty 
tempers. In a little time all this will pass, strikes will be over and industry once more on a normal basis of pro- 
duction.

Note.—/n September, 1914, an 
Englishman who had resided for 
some months in Chicago, became 
involved in an argument with sev- 
eral other men of European na- 
tionality regarding the position 
America should take in the war. 
The Englishman espoused the at- 
titude the United States at that 
time assumed, and was referred to 
by one of his opponents as a “for- 
eigner.’ This term he resented, 
feeling that he was not a foreigner. 
The relationship, in fact, between 
Great Britain and the United States 
1 closer than most people imagine ; 
and for this there is reason found- 
ed upon language, law, custom-and 
even ethical considerations. Our 
country has been termed the “melt- 
ing pot,” yet the leaven of the An- 
glo-Saxon and the Celtic strains is 
almost as powerful as the influence 
of the common law—that imposing 
system of jurisprudence, which has 
been built up, principle on princi- 
ple, like the stones of a house, and 
which, with all the imperfections 
incident to its human origin and 
upbuilding, yet serves its purposes 
with admirable effect. The com- 
munity of language, giving to each 
nation the same literature, and the 
similarity of political systems and 
legal practice are other powerful 
factors in drawing the two nations 
together. Finally, we have the re- 
cent war, where the soldiers of 
Britain and the United States, mil- 
lions strong, fought side by side 
against @ common enemy and ac- 
quitted themselves with a skill and 
courage which compelled mutual 
respect and regard.

As the American walks along the 
streets of London, there is borne 
in upon him the feeling that we 
and these people ought to get along 
well together. Passers-by are 
speaking in our language; they 
stroll much as we stroll, and they 
look much as people look on our 
own streets at home. It seems al- 
most ridiculous that we 
generally misunderstood each

in the past. The war has given 
us a better idea of values though 
We saw the French, whom a well 


known geography of childhood de- 
scribed as “a gay people, fond of 
dancing and light wines,” come out 
of the battle crucible pure gold. We 
saw the British who did not appear 
to be good sports, judging from our 
fifth grade histories’ account of 
events ‘leading up to the Boston Tea 
Party, “sticking it out” with incon- 
cievable gameness on perhaps the 
most God-forsaken front of the 
war and then turning over the su 
preme command of their armies to 
the man best able to bring victory 
—though that man was not an Eng- 
lishman. When two people find 
something in common they are get- 
ting on and recent events have re- 
vealed to those Britons and Ameri- 
cans who happened to be mingled 
in attack, a common spirit of game- 
ness and fair play which both peo- 
ples admire perhaps more than any 
other human attribute. If there is 
an American who doesn't take off 
his hat to the British in this respect 
it is because he has not seen the 
country over which they fought. If 
there be an Englishman who does 
not accord equal admiration to the 
American, it is because he has not 
seen the doughboy in action. And 
once you begin looking for “points 
of contact,” you, as an American, 
will find plenty of them in the Brit- 
isher. 


Living on a rather small island 
may have its disadvantages ; it cer- 


tainly provides advantages of mag- 
nitude. It fosters the natural de- 
velopment of predominating racial 
characteristics, and seems easily to 
preserve for each succeeding gen- 
eration those outstanding national 
attributes which, from great pro- 
genitors, form a priceless heritage 
It is not a difficult matter to appre- 
ciate this in London. One steps 
from the twentieth century hustle 
of Holborn street through a nar- 
row passage-way into the quiet 
quaintness of 1600. Dr. Johnson’s 
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house tucked away from the noise, 
in Gough Square, is just off Fleet 
street. And here where David Gar- 
rick came and Go!dsmith borrowed 
money is one of the most charm- 
ing of elderly ladies who knows 
more about the crusty, kindly old 
writer than Boswell himself knew. 
She does not lecture or point out 
things in the “Here we find” man- 
ner, but just converses about 
“Sam” and “Davie” and “Oliver” 
much as though they had been boys 
of the neighborhood to whom she 
had fed cookies and admonished 
not to throw stones at the windows. 
Then there are Temple Court, 
Gray's Inn and hosts of other spots 
where men drop in for a moment 
of the tranquillity and inspiration 
of other days. 

Perhaps too, living on an island, 
has had much to do with the fact 
that Americans frequently misun- 
derstand Englishmen. Certainly 
among one’s collection of initial im- 
pressions—of much tea drinking, 
a comfortabie habit of pipe smok- 
ing, of hearty breakfasts, of ruddy 
cheeked, clear eyed children—is 


one of a rather difficult-to-pene- 
trate reserve. This is one mani- 
festation of ‘“insularism”’ the 


thing Americans are apt to mistake 
for coldness. Beneath this cloak 
is hidden the emotions and a lot of 
other very human characteristics 
which are just about the same as 


our own more openly displayed 
ones. The Englishman who has 
lived in Australia, Canada or 


France, has lost much or all of it, 
vet British reserve is a thing which 
must be taken into consideration. 
It is proof against breezy, well 
meant familiarity and must be 
penetrated only by conventional 
methods, but when once you get 
beneath it you find the Englishman 
a splendid, affable chap. 

“Don't think that because the 
fellow at your breakfast table very 
obviously doesn’t care to talk with 
you, it’s because you are an Ameri- 
can,’ said one friend, “I often ride 
a half day or a day on the train 
without speaking or being spoken 
to and I’m an Englishman. It’s 
just our way,” he smiled. 

The business man who has trav- 
eled or who has been in contact 
with American firms—the broader 


Englishman—understands us and 
likes us frankly. And the time is 
not distant when we will under- 


stand and be better understood gen- 
erally. Just as, to Si Slocum of 
Stithers City, Kansas, all Britons 
are monocled and slow witted, so 
to the provincial of the United 
Kingdom, all Americans chew to- 
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are addicted to checkered 
waistcoats and most especially do 
they “worship gold.” The provin- 
cial Briton cannot tolerate our ac- 
cent because it comes to some ex- 
tent through the nose while 5i 1s 
irritated by the English refusal to 
give due recognition to the vocal 
possibilities of the nose. After all, 
the Englishman has the advantage 
of the argument. He invented the 
language. He saw it’ first and it is 
his by right of priority. Perhaps 
he is justified in criticising our use 
of it. It is a small matter after 
all. Nevertheless, let us continue 
speaking as we naturally speak, for 
no one would more quickly con- 
demn our being ashamed of the 
characteristics of our own coun- 
try than our blonde brother of 
Britain.

The hearty individual who dis- 
armed his prospect by a friendly 
slap on the back and a “How's the 
boy today?” greeting is but a mem- 
ory in America. His popularity 
began to wane with the withdrawal 
from circulation of the last issue 
of gold bricks. But it is amusing 
to imagine the result of his stock- 
in-trade approach in England. A 
British office force, including the 
executives, must pause long enough 
during the late afternoon for a cup 
of tea, but that does not mean that 
social intercourse and business are 
interwoven as in France, for they 
are not. But the Englishman does 


not care to waste his time with 
anybody but a gentleman. A Brit- 
ish managerial office is usually 


placed some distance away from 
the front door, and up-stairs if 
possible. It is more difficult to en- 
ter than a similar American institu- 
tion, the customary method being 
by appointment. Once on the in- 
side, the entrant will, in the great 
majority of instances, meet with 
anything but a cold reception. He 
will find that simple courtesy and 
delightful frankness of manner 
which an Englishman accords an- 
other man, provided the two have 
something in common—and pro- 
vided the latter is recognizable as 
a gentleman. Regardless of his 
sales record at home, the man of 
the extraordinarily loud voice and 
the abrupt manner would best re- 
main on the other side of the water. 

“You have seen too much of the 
wrong type of Englishman, and we 
have seen too much of the wrong 
type of American,” is a statement 
drilled into my mind by constant 
repetition. And it is true. We 
cannot depend upon the stage, the 
movies, or a few individuals to 
present one people to another. 
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When one sees a film drama in 
L_ondon, in which American talent, 
by plenty of action, is endeavoring 
successfully to hold the interest of 
an audience, and the friend accom- 
panying you asks if this or that 
character is typically American, 
one longs to flash an explanation on 
the screen somewhat as follows: 
“Our friends of Great Britain—es- 
pecially our young friends: Greet- 
ings: This film has amused us in 
America. We hope you may find 
it entertaining. Some of you do 
not know America well, but you 
naturally have ideas of your own 
about it. That this film may not 
foster incorrect ideas we ask per- 
mission to remind you: That our 
police do not always select roofs 
of tall buildings for the chase and 
capture of criminals. That New 
York is not all of America. That 
most points in America, including 
New York, are comparatively safe 
as places of residence. That com- 
paratively few American young 
men possess valets—most of them, 
throughout life, dressing them- 
selves. That all of our males are 
not rich, and that many of the rich 
are not unscrupulous, hardhearted 
wretches. That our women are 
not all idle, silly, poor-but-proud, 
beautiful, good, bad. In short, we 
do ask you to believe that we, taken 
by the large, are very much like 
yourselves.” 

Great Britain has more of order- 
liness and less of system than the 
United States. She usually has 
what seems to her a perfectly good 
reason for doing things and does 
them with as little fuss as possible. 
l‘rance, on the other hand, is seri- 
ously handicapped by reels and 
reels of red tape, the unwinding of 
which disgusts the Frenchman as 
well as the foreigner, for though 
much of the said tape is absolute- 
ly without purpose, it must be un- 
wound. 

I believe the Briton is thorough, 
cautious, and anything but dull 
witted, yet he does not build into 
the future as we do. Perhaps we 
risk too much on our ability to read 
the future. We plan far in advance, 
if we plan seriously at all. The 
Englishman deals more with the 
present. As a keen student and a 
prominent member of the trade in 
London put it, “The essential fea- 
ture of American business is fore- 
sight, while with the Britisher, it 
is present sight.” And further to 
illustrate his point he likened the 
Englishman to a tramp steamer, 
steering its course from day to day 
and picking up cargo as it goes 
along. There is no telling exactly

where the ship will be at a given 
time next week and the ports to be 
touched will be determined by cir- 
cumstances as they develop. The 
American, he said, would plan his 
course about after this fashion: 
“We steer straight for this point, 
arriving at a certain day. Next 
week, on Tuesday, nothing must 
interfere with our touching at 
point number four. And the funny 
part of it is,” he added, “that the 
tramp steamer usually comes out 
about as well as the one following 
a carefully regulated course.” 
American trade is based on fu- 
tures and the Englishman is some- 
what irritated by the American’s 
inability to see anything but the 
future. It is not unusual for a man 
in the United States to make and 
lose several fortunes. It is quite 
unusual in Great Britain, therefore 
the Briton moves cautiously. He 
does not let his imagination lead 
him far out into the future, but 
when he takes a step he plants his 
foot down firmly and securely. 
The Tariff and the Exchange. 
Great Britain has simplified the 
tariff problem by doing away with 
the tariff—excepting in a few in- 
stances. American motor cars of 
the pleasure variety come within 
the list of the few dutiable impor- 
tations. Of course, the tariff fre- 
quently finds itself a political issue, 
but the majority of Englishmen— 
and [| talked with several manufac- 
turers—believe in the principle of 
free trade. And they are firm in 
their conviction that if America ex- 
pects to remain prominently with- 
in the marts of international com- 
merce, she too must remove her 
tariff restrictions. The Briton can 
see but little excuse for the exist- 
ence of a tariff barrier originally 
designed to protect infant indus- 
tries which have long since out- 
grown the perambulator stage. He 
believes that the tariff is an unnat- 
ural thing which fosters interna- 
tional bitterness and prevents the 
development of sympathetic Anglo- 
American understanding, because 
it curbs the free intermingling of 
people in the pursuit of commerce. 
If one country may send its goods 
abroad, duty free, meantime exact- 
ing duty from incoming goods, 
friction is the thing to be expected. 
A guest, having accepted the hos- 
pitality of a friend, may with poor 
grace reciprocate by charging his 
late host a fee to enter his door- 
Way. 
The exchange situation is much 
the same as it is in France, and 


this with our tariff is certain to 
mitigate in favor of Germany, who 
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is even now beginning to cast co- 
quettish glances toward British 
markets. The common-sense atti- 
tude is going to spur British en- 
deavor toward exportation; it is 
the only manner in which the value 
of the pound sterling will rise. The 
exchange rate is favorable to Ger- 
many and so is our tariff—the one 
will suggest buying from, and the 
other wiil urge selling to the Ger- 
mans. The Briton has never been 
fond of the German, and certainly 
he treasures no Teutonic sentiment 
in his heart now. Nevertheless he 
is going to recuperate commercial- 
ly just as quickly as circumstances 
will permit, and he will deal with 
his late enemy, on a strictly busi- 
ness basis, if he can do so to his 
obvious advantage. As a double 
illustration of this point, and the 
shrewdness of the German, I am 
reminded of an incident related by 
a demobilized English officer. He 
had fought in Flanders and _ his 
soul was not overflowing with 
friendiiness toward the men who 
invented poisoned gas. He had 
been in the clock business until the 
war and his enlistment practically 
wiped him off the books financia'ly. 
lor years he had bought of Ger- 
man manufacturers almost exclu- 
sively. Early in the war he was 
sent into the interior of the enemy 
country as a prisoner. Here he 
was starved and badly treated, but 
one day he found himself among 
a group of Englishmen transferred 
to another prison. Much to his 
surprise he discovered that he was 
in the very center of a familiar 
country—the district in which he 
had purchased clocks during the 
past. Then he had another sur- 
prise, for the well-to-do German 
businessmen with whom he _ had 
dealt, learned of his presence. He 
was placed on parole and given un- 
heard of liberties. He visited beer 
gardens, theatres, and went about 
pretty much as he pleased within 
certain restrictions. Later he was 
exchanged and on his departure 
from the scene of his imprisonment 
was provided with food, traveling 
accommodations of a decent va- 
riety, and was speeded upon his 
way much as though he had been 
a voluntary guest. Yes, much as 
though he might some day pur- 
chase more German clocks. 
“Naturally,” he concluded, “my 
bit of good luck had not the slight- 
est influence on my regard for Ger- 
mans, whether clock makers or 
otherwise. But I suppose they will 
think the thing was a good piece 
of business on their part. for I 
shall certainly buy clocks of Ger- 
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many just as soon as it is possible, 
for it is up to me to get back on 
my feet financially. I have a fam- 
ily to support.” 

“Couldn't you buy good clocks 
of America?” I ventured. 

“Yes, I suppose I could,” he ac- 
knowledged, “but, you see the or- 
iginal price is high and the ex- 
change rate would make it almost 
prohibitive. Besides, I shall need 
credit and America will not con- 
cede much in this respect while the 
Germans will.” 

Concerning Labor. 

Great Britain, as everybody 
knows, has had at least her share 
of labor trouble, and still finds her- 
self involved in the complexities of 
this manifestation of world unrest. 
The workman has not been able to 
settle down. The characteristic im- 
pulse of the returned soldier to 
adopt any other vocation than that 
which he had followed before the 
war; the increased cost of living; 
the increase in confidence and pow- 
er of labor organizations which 
found it possible to demand almost 
any concessions from the govern- 
ment during the war, were all con- 
diments which seasoned the stew- 
ing pot of social unrest. And the 
pot boiled over at midnight on Sep- 
tember 26, when the railway men 
of the country declared a strike and 
organized labor generally threat- 
ened to “walk out” in sympathy 
The strikers formed perhaps the 
most powerful union in the nation 
and were known to be. well 
financed. 

The outlook was anything but 
bright, but there was no panic—no 
whining. As a matter of fact, the 
labor situation had become so acute 
that business men were ready to 
welcome almost anything, however 
grave, which would precipitate a 
crisis and clear the atmosphere 
The strain of waiting for something 
to happen was becoming almost too 
great even for a people who claim 
patience as an outstanding virtue 
“This is ‘the revolution, was a 
common pronouncement, made 
with almost a sigh of relief that 
the thing would be threshed out at 
last. The railway men proposed 
to have London on her knees beg- 
ging for food within a week. The 
government took the attitude that 
the strike must be resisted and 
fought with all the resources of the 
country. It hoped that there would 
be no serious civil disturbance, but 
called upon the people to see it 
through at all costs. The govern- 
ment had selected a fortunate issue 
on which to make its stand, for it 
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knew it might depend on the brit- 
ish public's love of fair play. 

The people began to ask them- 
selves what it was all about. Sure- 
ly only some grave wrong could 
justify this sudden darkening of 
the industrial horizon of Great 
Britain at such a time. But when 
the facts were sifted, there could 
be no doubt concerning public opin- 
The strike had come without 


ion. 
warning. It had been declared by 
the union executives without the 


vote of the men. Many of the men 
themselves openly and secretly de- 
plored the strike. The wages earned 
by the railway men were practically 
double what they had received be- 
fore the war. In the final analy- 
sis, it was found that the govern- 
ment had offered apparently rea- 
sonable concessions. The union 
demanded that the addition of the 
full war wage to the previous 
wage, should be made permanent ; 
the government offered to maintain 
the present scale as long as the cost 
of living remained as high as at 
present, but could not guarantee it 
permanently. A minimum wage 
and certain permanent increases 
with a sliding scale of pay to be 
regulated periodically according to 
the cost of living, were suggested: 

The people thought the govern- 
ment ought to be supported, and 
the people supported it so well, each 
according to his own ability, that 
London did not starve within a 
week, nor within ten days, when 
the strike ended. The discharged 
soldier mounted a locomotive, the 
Duke became a milkman and the 
lady drove a motor. Hyde Park 
became a giant distributing center 
for food which reached the city 
on motor lorries, automobiles and 
vehicles of all descriptions driven 
by volunteers. Even a train serv- 
ice, principally for the transporta- 
tion of necessities, was launched 
and successfully maintained by 
men from all walks of life. Com- 
muters walked to and from busi- 
ness—and everyone else walked 
when the sub-ways stopped. Lon- 
don deprived herself of sugar and 
other things she had learned dur- 
ing the war to do very well with- 
out in times of necessity, but she 
managed to carry on and her food 
supply was getting better at the con- 
clusion of the strike. Men, women 
and children faced inconvenience 
and actual hardship with a pluck 
and cheeriness compelling  un- 
bounded admiration, and it was all 
done without panic, without fuss 
and without disorder. There were 
almost no manifestations of. vio- 
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lence from the strikers, and the at- 
titude of the men called forth the 
respect both of the volunteers who 
had taken their places, and the gov- 
ernment as well. 

Although the decision of the rail- 
way men seriously interfered with 
my own plans for traveling, I con- 
sider myself fortunate to have wit- 
nessed the events of the strike 
which finally ended in satisfactory 
adjustment, for they served to re- 
veal in a remarkable manner, a 
fundamental character trait which 
has made British history—grit. 

And the strike was a good thing 
for Great Britain; a good thing for 
the office appliance trade; a good 
thing for every one concerned 
and every one was concerned. It 
served to banish the threatening 
shadow of revolution. It taught 
that the public is entitled to know 
the facts on both sides of a con- 
troversy which affects public inter- 
ests. It revealed the wisdom of a 
firm, but reasonable governmental 
policy and pointed out that a strike 
bearing the stamp of popular dis- 
approval cannot succeed. And per- 
haps, most important of all, it dem- 
onstrated the possibility of peace- 
able adjustment when both factions 
keep their heads and manifest a 
willingness to discuss matters 
coolly. 


War and the Women. 


Britain will not soon forget the 
role played by her women during 
the war. It was largely through 
the women that the wheels of in- 
dustry were kept moving. In the 
office appliance field many a 
“homey,” feminine person stepped 
into the breach left by a man in 
Flanders or The Holy Land. She 
became a clerk, a traveling sales- 
man, and even a branch manager. 
Ninety-seven per cent of the trav- 
elers and branch managers of one 
large typewriter concern found 
their way into the army. That gives 
a fair idea of what business con- 
tributed in the way of able bodied 
men. The Bar Lock Company op- 
erated one branch entirely with 
women—manager, clerks, traveling 
salesmen, mechanics were all 
women, and that branch is still 
handling its share of business with 
an all-star roster of the feminine 
persuasion. The employment of 
women has not resulted in any par- 
ticular disorganization, for with the 
return of the men many of the 
women preferred to resume their 
pre-war status; many of the men 
will never return, some, on donning 
“civies,”’ have sought new voca- 
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tions, and in_ special instances 
women have been retained while 
the returned soldier signed the 
pay-roll of his company in a new 
and better capacity. 

The Outlook. 

The office appliance field is de- 
cidedly good in Great Britain. The 
revival of industry is opening new 
demands and the war has stimu- 
lated a universal interest in labor 
saving devices and methods. War- 
time embargoes created a shortage 
in many articles, especially type- 
writers, the demand for which is 
still urgent. Not only are old de- 
mands to be met, but many great 
departments or bureaus of war or- 
igin will be permanent, and their 
needs must be met. The delivery 
situation is acute, especially of late, 
since strikes in America have de- 
layed handling and transportation 
of freight. American goods are 
we:l thought of in Britain and I 
found less reason for complaint 
concerning packing and _ service 
than in France. It is my belief, 
however, that a number of lines 
will within the course of a very 
few years, meet not alone with Ger- 
man but English competition. The 
Briton likes to buy articles “made 
in British factories by British 
workmen.” No one realizes better 
than he the importance of manu- 
facturing and exporting as a 
means of classifying nations, and 
he has plans of which he does not 
say a great deal. (A subsequent let- 
ter will touch on this.) America 
has a habit of putting quality into 
her products; she is rather proud 
of that. But she will find it weil 
to watch her prices closely and be 
prepared to meet customary Euro- 
pean credit demands. I am con- 
vinced that our publicity and sell- 
ing service is the best in the world 
—as found at home. And it will 
build markets abroad just as it does 
at home if adapted to foreign con- 
sumption. We should use more 
publicity and specialize in service 
with our British trade. But just 
as the manager of a London branch 
may be American, while the sales- 
man or person who comes in direct 
contact with the trade, should by 
all means claim allegiance to the 
king, so should the American ex- 
porter’s efforts to reach the pros- 
pective purchaser be focused and 
made apropos by the man intimate- 
ly in touch with the people, current 
events and conditions on the other 
side. And that man should be on 
the ground. Timeliness and local 
color are big factors in good ad- 
vertising copy and effective service. 











OMPETITIONS GAUGE 


RINGING signs of the 
truth of the prophecy that 
we should have, after the 
war, a period of unparal- 
business rivalry, the year 





leled 
1919 has brought its fu:l share of 
«lashes and controversies over the 


question of what are allowable 
ethics of competition in the office 
equipment field. 

Some of the most interesting 
questions of trade policy that have 
been raised during the year remain 
as yet unanswered. [or example, 
this is the situation with respect to 
the “Three Year Plan” so called of 
the United Typothetae of America, 
the propriety of which has ‘been 
questioned by the Federal Trade 
Commission. Strictly speaking, 
this particular issue might seem to 
lie in the printing field rather than 
that has caused the employing 
printers to be looked upon with 
suspicion at Washington involves 
the collection of assessments from 
manufacturers and merchants sell- 
ing paper, inks, and other supplies 
to printers. 

The basic principle here involved 
is one of wide application. It is 
doubtful if any Federal arbiter 
could have taken offense had the 
national organization of employing 
printers gone no farther than 
politely to invite subscriptions to 
an “educational” fund designed to 
encourage printers to adopt a uni- 
form system of cost accounting. 
When, however, the printing or- 
ganization began the circulation of 
monthly bulletins containing the 
names and addresses of dealers in 
paper and other merchants who 
had subscribed (thereby indicating, 
of course, by the omissions those 
that had not subscribed) the Trade 
Commission began to suspect that 
the method was “coercive” and was 
calculated to “intimidate” firms in 
the supply trades. The whole pro- 
ceeding is, in short, a further evi- 
dence that our national business 
mentors do not intend, if they can 
help it, to permit the use of either 
“white lists” or “black lists” in any 
form to influence purchases. 

Another riddle that comes to the 
end of the year with the office 
equipment trade still guessing, is 
that which involves the use of so- 
called “misleading” trade designa- 


tions for writing and _ printing 
papers. In this instance also, the 
Federal Trade Commission has 


been the instigator of the unrest.

became apprehensive that some im- 
position would be worked upon 
purchasers through a loose or fan- 
ciful use of such paper designa- 
tions as “Bond,” “Linen,” ‘“Vel- 
lum,” “Parchment,” etc., etc., and 
proceeded to summon to Washing- 
ton for council the paper manufac- 
turers and wholesalers. When, 
however, the paper interests, pro- 
testing that no harm could be done 
through the use of the time-hon- 
ored designations, objected to the 
expense of changing watermarks 
by the addition of the words “‘style” 
or “finish,” the Trade Commission 
evidently concluded not to press 
the issue and there the matter rests. 
The fact that some months have 
now intervened without the trade 
body issuing a “complaint” against 
any paper maker or seller because 
of license in the use of descriptive 
or geographical names would seem 
to bear out the contention of the 
men in the paper trade that no buy- 
er is ever deceived by extravagant 
names and that no person supposes 
that “French Linen” is made from 
linen rags or its produced in 
France. 

When, in the course of the year, 
one well known tag manufacturer 
was instrumental in bringing about 
the cancellation of various trade- 
mark registrations that had been 
held by another prominent pro- 
ducer of tags the incident signified 
something more than a flaring up 
of rivalry between these two in- 
terests. Rather did it, in its larger 
aspect, signify that no firm in the 
office equipment field can hope to 
monopolize or secure special privi- 
leges in.the use of letters, signs 
or symbols that are of general use 
in the trade—especially if it hap- 
pens that the insignia that it is 
sought to pre-empt serve to some 
extent the purpose of trade marks. 
In the epoch-making test case 
which was closed this year after 


prolonged controversy, the tag 
company that was put on the de- 
fensive had obtained trade-mark 
registration for alphabetical letters 
such as “D” and “T.” Then along 
came its competitor and urged that 
it was using, in some instances, the 
same marks and that it had a right 
to do so, despite the registration, 
for the reason that these and other 
alphabetical letters had long been 
in use by various firms in the trade 
to indicate grade or quality in the 
tags rather than to identify origin 
or manufacture, which latter is the 
function of a trade-mark. This 
view of the matter was accepted 
by the Federal oracles, although the 
case was carried on appeal to the 
highest tribunals and within the 
past few months the incident has 
been closed by the cancellation of 
the registrations which the fore- 
handed tag manufacturer had se- 
cured. 

When, a few weeks 
Whiting-Plover Paper 
was denied permission at the U. S. 
Patent Office to register the words 
“American Bank” as a trade-mark 
for writing paper a number of men 
in the trade jumped to the conclu- 
sion that here was one more exam- 
ple of Uncle Sam's latter-day so- 
licitude to prevent the use in trade 
of anything that savors of public 
insignia. Certainly there is no 
gainsaying that since the date of 
the entry of the United States into 
the world war quickened patriotism 
has been reflected in redoubled vig- 
ilance to prevent authorization of 
the use for commercial purposes of 
the American flag or anything 
savoring of public insignia. <A 
number of firms in the trade that 
tried to register “Liberty Bond” as 
a trade-mark for paper suffered 
disappointment; the National Pa- 
peterie Company could not get 
sanction to use a representation of 
the “service flag’ on paper and en- 
velopes ; and, only a few days ago, 
the officials at Washington declined 
to grant a certificate to a pictorial 
design showing a nurse because on 
the sleeve of the nurse’s uniform 
was the representation of the em- 
blem of the Red Cross. 

As a matter of fact, though, it 
was not “in the public interest” that 
the gatekeeper at Washington de- 
clined to admit “American Bank” 
when put forward by the Whiting- 
Plover Paper Company, but sim- 
ply because another firm in the 
trade had already staked a claim to 


ago, the 
Company 
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identification that it 
so similar as to be 
likely to cause confusion to the 
purchasing public. In 1907 the 
\merican Writing Paper Company 
duly entered “American” as a trade 
name for writing papers and ex- 
perts at Washington ruled _ that 
“American Bank” would be “too 
close” to this when used on goods 
of the same character. The Whit- 
ing-Plover Company appealed their 
case on the ground that “American 
Bank” should be distinguished 
from “American,” but Commis- 
sioner of Patents Newton in de- 
ciding the appeal remarked that 
inasmuch as “American” is a prom- 
inent feature of both marks they 
must be held to conflict. As a 
precedent he recalled the parallel 
case wherein it was held that “*Fed- 
eral Reserve” watermarked on 
writing paper might mislead the 
unwary purchaser into the belief 
that it was the same as “Federal.”

“By their catalogues, ye shall 
know them.” This is the gospel 
text that might be commended to 
the careful attention of all office 
equipment houses as a result of 
the recent experience of the firm 
of Shea Smith & Co. when it un- 
dertook to insure its title to “Inner- 
binder” as applied to binding cov- 
ers for leaves. No sooner 
was application made for a mo- 
nopoly in the use of “Innerbinder”™ 
than the U. S. Examiner of Trade- 
Marks objected to it as being a 
“descriptive” word. Our readers 
who are at all familiar with goods 
identification according to U. S. 
Government rules will realize that 
the use of a descriptive word or 
phrase is the cardinal sin of trade- 
marking. The officials will enroll 
without question the word that is 
merely suggestive, but when a trade 
name crosses the border line and 
becomes what they regard as 
frankly descriptive, they construe 
it as encroaching upon free and 
open competition in that its regis- 
tration to any one party would de- 
prive of its use other firms in the 
same field. By the way, it might 
be added that the trade-mark of- 
ficials are especially wary of de- 
scriptive words in the office equip- 
ment field because they have re- 
cently had to pass upon various 
clever examples such as “Inter!ox” 
and ‘‘SafeTSeal” for mailing en- 
velopes and “Signature” and “Styl- 
ographic” for ink. 

Shea Smith & Co. “carried up” 
their case on appeal, arguing that 
the mark “Innerbinder” is not de- 
scriptive because the name is a 
coined word and is not in common 


loose 
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use, therefore is not needed, pre- 
sumably, by other traders in the 
field to describe their wares. Fur- 
thermore, they pointed out that the 
trade name “Innerbinder” applies 
not merely to the permanent binder, 
but to all parts including covers, 
screws, etc. Whether or not this 
argument, standing alone, would 
have had weight it is impossible to 
say, but as luck would have it the 
trade-mark censors got hold of 
copies of the catalogues descrip- 
tive of the “Innerbinder.”’ 

It may not be amiss, just here, to 
point out to office equipment men 
that the officials who pass upon the 
eligibility of trade names make a 
habit of studying the catalogs of 
business houses in order to ascer- 
tain just how distinctive names or 
symbols are used. Accordingly, 
when the reviewing authority at 
the Patent Office was called upon 
to say the last word in this par- 
ticular case he rejected ‘“Inner- 
binder” with the following com- 
ment: “An inspection of the cata- 
log shows that there is literally one 
binder within another, the parts be- 
ing so arranged that the leaves may 
be permanently bound when the 
requisite number have been placed 
in the frame. ‘Innerbinder’ states 
exactly what is true of this device. 
The word is just as descriptive as 
‘Inter-Phone’ which has been held 
to be not registrable.” 

Of the developments of the year 
in the office equipment field where- 
in the issue was squarely drawn of 
what is permissible and what is 
not allowable in competitive 
strategy nothing compares in sig- 
nificance perhaps with the outcome 
of a legal battle between John D. 
Steele and Frederick A. Strong, 
Jr., on the one hand and the D. L. 
Ward Company and Charles T. 
Ehmling. A man named Ehmling 
some time ago hit upon the idea 
of a “desk box,” that is, a station- 
ary box that would serve the pur- 
poses of a writing desk. His de- 
sign embodied several novel fea- 
tures such as an _ arrangement 
whereby the lid held the writing 
paper as a pad. He set up in busi- 
ness as “The Twin Company” and 
the first model put out was known 
as the “Dutch Girl.” Despite the 
merits of this patented box, how- 
ever, the business was only mod- 
erately successful and in due course 
underwent reorganization, Ehm- 
ling, the patentee, dropping out as 
did likewise his brother, Charles 
T. Ehmling. 

Then came the war, which gave 
a boom to letter-writing facilities of 
the class exemplified by the desk 
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box and in due course the succes- 
sors to the business of the “Twin 
Company” found that they were 
facing lively competition, the in- 
stigator of which was Charles T. 
Ihmling who had lauached on the 
market a desk box fitted out with 
what was known as “Ehmling’s 
Linen.” Thereupon the rival in- 
terests clashed and in due course 
faced one another in the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court of the Eastern District 
of Pennsylvania. The court found, 
however, that the use of the name 
“Ehmling’” was not calculated to 
deceive nor to result in the palm- 
ing off of one make of boxes as an- 
other. Even more interesting to 
the trade, was the finding that the 
general likeness of the two makes 
of “desk boxes” did not constitute 
unfair competition. Some of the 
“appearance features” of the rival 
boxes, including a seal fastener, are 
similar, but the court held that such 
duplication of non-functional fea- 
tures could not be expected to 
cause one make of box to be mis- 
taken for the other. Patent rights 
did not enter into the final dispo- 
sition of the case because the sec- 
ond comer in the fie'd had, when 
given warning of patent infringe- 
ment, altered the design of his bux 
so as to eliminate the features 
claimed to be covered by patent. 
In view of the fact that the office 
equipment line is pre-eminently one 
of specialties and “discoveries,” 
perhaps the most significant out- 
come of this tussle over “desk 
boxes” was the pronouncement it 
brought as to the rights of a pio- 
neer in a given field. As to the 
monopoly which may be enjoyed in 
functional features, duly protected 
by patent, there can, of course, be 
no question, but Judge Dickinson 
in deciding this “desk box” case 
seemed to intimate that originators 
of non-patentable specialties are 
prone to claim too sweeping privi- 
leges in trade as against rivals who 
may, in a sense, follow in their 
footsteps. The Judge who passed 
upon this case conceded that it was 
perfectly natural that one who is 
the discoverer or creator of a spe- 
cial field of demand or a special 
sales field should resent the intru- 
sion upon it of any one else, but 
he felt impelled to emphasize that 
such claim to an exclusive right is 
untenable. In short, if a contender 
for trade, who appears on the scene 
after a pioneer has marked a given 
sales field for his own. does noth- 
ine to pass off his product as that 
of the first comer and does not 
make use of a deceptive name his 
presence cannot be successful'y ob- 
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jected to by the original occupant 
of the field merely because he “saw 
it first.” 

The latter part of the year 1919 
brought fresh consolation for firms 
and individuals in the office equip- 
ment trade who are keen for pro- 
tection against the former employe 
who divulges trade secrets. In the 
disposition of the case of the Clark 
Paper & Manufacturing Company

OST Americans before the 

war fell a little short of 
understanding the _ Brit- 
isher. They looked upon 
him as being a conservative, stick- 
at-it, ultra-reserved, and _ never 
brilliant sort of fellow you could 
always depend upon to preserve a 
slow, ponderous calm in all circum- 
stances.

enough up to get a clear insight. 

The rapid conversion of busy 
factories into still busier munition 
plants is but one example of the 
Britisher’s hustling propensities ; 
though “hustling” is a word that 
hardly conveys the correct mean- 
ing—the Britisher never hustles, 
he just got busy and does things. 

Few Britishers even are aware 
of the “day-to-day” records kept 
by the Government showing the 
country’s stock of working machin- 
ery; its condition, and its probable 
application to peace-time effort; 
yet on November 11, 1918, when 
the guns announced the German 
surrender, the touch of a button 
in Whitehall was enough to start 
the wheels of reconstruction run- 
ning in every corner of the King- 
dom. 

No, the Britisher does not hustle 
—he does not need to. 

Mr. American, you will come 
into trade competition with the 
Britisher in many lands, so do not 
make the mistake of underestimat- 
ing his cleverness.

tism; for his very obstinacy in 
keeping to his own methods of 
working a given plan is most fre- 
quently due to the fact that he has 
calculated all the chances before- 
hand, and has assessed the result 
of certain definite action. 

And again, when you think you 
have the Britisher “beaten to a 
frazzle,” remember that is the time 
you should pay most attention to 
your defenses; for once the Brit- 
isher embarks on an enterprise, he 
is out to win in the long run, and 
setbacks only stimulate him to still 
greater effort. 

The Britisher’s love of fair play 
is a thing you should take into your 
reckoning. He loves a “sport,” 
and will always admire his bitter- 
est opponent so long as he “plays 
the game.” 

The Britisher believes in the 
principle of “live and let live”; as 
a matter of fact his ingrained de- 
sire for compromise is one of the 
weak spots in his armour. 

At heart he likes the American— 
looks on the 4th of July as a show 
in which he has a share, and al- 
though he may be inclined to pre- 
tend that he regards his blood- 
brother as a loud-voiced nuisance, 
he would not permit anyone else 
to say so without a scrap—ask the 
shade of Admiral Dewey. 

He has an inward hope that some 
day the American will regard the 
old country as “home” in the same 
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ployer’s customers, trade methods, 
etc., and had entered the employ 
of a competitor who took him on 
largely because of his acquaintance 
with the Rochester trade. The 
court realized that under the cir- 
cumstance no action for money 
damages can avail to protect or re- 
compense the firm whose confidence 
was thus abused, but it gave what 
relief it could.

His wish is, that the time may 
come when these Australians and 
Canadians will be able to run their 
own show without the old man’s 
help, just as his eldest son Sammy, 
does. 

He really has a pride in Sammy 
—feels that, despite old quarrels, 
he is a “chip of the old block,” who 
owes something to his “breed,” 
which is the same stuff Drake and 
Shakespeare were made of. 

You will not quite be able to un- 
derstand his peculiar way of look- 
ing at things, but it is due, no 
doubt, to the “forgive and forget” 
spirit which enters so largely into 
the make-up of the Britisher. 

Let me illustrate. Before the 
war one Saturday afternoon I vis- 
ited a London movie show, packed 
from ceiling to floor with children. 
The main picture was an Ameri- 
can one — period: Revolution — 
hero: one of Washington’s cap- 
tains—villain: a _ British officer 
My, you should have heard those 
kiddies cheer when the Yankee 
soldiers, headed by an Ensign with 
the Stars and Stripes, drove the 
British red coats into the sea at the 
point of the bayonet. 

This little incident may not 
prove much, but it does show that 
the political rancour, which sepa- 
rated the English speaking race all 
those years ago, is dead as the 
dodo, at least on the British side 
of the Atlantic. 

I am placing before you facts 
which will help you to get a more 
accurate estimation of the British 
psychology. I have said no word 
about Office Appliances—efficiency 
—trade enterprise, and I leave it 
to you to gather what moral you 
can. 
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HE eyes of the business 
men of Europe have 
opened to the necessity for 
maximum efficiency = in 
view of the tremendous undertak- 
ings which confronted them during 
the war and which still face them 
in the rehabilitation of industrial 
life. Such is the view taken by A. 
E. Ashburner, export manager of 
The American Multigraph Sales 
Company. Mr. Ashburner believes 
that America is in a position to be 
of immense material advantage in 
the re-establishment of normal in- 
dustrial processes abroad provided 
we adopt a broad policy based on 
understanding of European condi- 
tions.

“The American manufacturer,” 
continues Mr. Ashburner, “partic- 
ularly of office specialties, is will- 
ing in many instances to be open 
and broad-minded in his relations 
with agents and dealers in foreign 
lands, and I am sure that when 
making agency arrangements, he 
is always willing to protect his 
agent to the limit in goods shipped 
to his territory. 

“The American manufacturer 
has in many instances, through ef- 
fective cooperative plans, assisted 
his agents in really developing and 
building up the business in the ter- 
ritories under their control. He 
has helped the agent in many ways 

in advertising; has _ ofttimes 
given him valuable suggestions in 
merchandising, and has cooperated 
with him and given him such sug- 
gestions as have enabled the dealer 
himself to produce a volume of 
business. 





“It has been particularly inter- 
esting to me in talking over busi- 
ness conditions with many import- 


ant concerns with whom we deal 
in foreign countries, to see how 


willing they are to accept suggested 
ideas and to apply them to existing 
local conditions in their territory. 
No man is absolutely original—we 
are all to a certain extent copiers 
and the dealer abroad has always 
been glad to receive ideas and sug- 
gestions. Many merchandising 
plans which dealers in other lands 
are today using successfu'ly were 
suggested to them by manvfactur- 
ers in this country. 

“T am a firm believer in heiping 
the dealer turn over his goods—in 
doing everything possible by co-

operation in sales and advertising- 
to help him dispose of his goods, 
for by doing this the manufacturer 
more firmly establishes the stand- 
ing and prosperity of his dealer, 
and at the same time makes room 
for him to buy more goods. 

“American manufacturers want 
business from abroad and are will- 
ing to be as liberal to secure it as 
actual conditions will permit. 
Frankly, I feel that there is no rea- 
son why the office equipment man- 
ufacturers cannot give dealers 
abroad sufficient time to make their 
turnovers. Personally, | am not a 
believer in long-term credit; but I 
do believe in a big, whole-hearted 
cooperative spirit on the part of 
the manufacturer to assist the deal- 
er in every way to make his turn- 
over quickly, with as little lost mo- 
tion as possible. 

“It would seem to me to be inad- 
visable to make suggestions regard- 
ing the actual terms on which man- 
ufacturers should do business. But 
I believe the policies the manufac- 
turer should adopt in the export 
field shou!d be liberal. 

“We are interested in business 
building, and there are many mar- 
kets in which we do not look for 
immediate results. We do like to 
help our people to build business, 
so that when results do come, they 
come on a firm foundation, which 
is the only safe guarantee of the 
future. 

“The International Multigraph 
Company is the selling agency for 
our company in the Eastern Hem- 
isphere, and we operate our own 
offices in three of the European 
capitals. Recently we have just 
opened new offices on Holborn Via- 
duct in London, considerably more 
spacious than our old offices. 

“In England and France, and, in 
fact in all parts of the world, the 
exchange situation is a very serious 
one. Business in the office special- 
ties line is, I think, acknowledged 
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to be good, but is being retarded to 
some extent by unusual conditions 
so far as exchange is concerned. 

“Many large concerns are ex- 
tending credit to their own branch 
houses abroad for the time being 
until exchange goes back to a more 
1ormal point again. Just how long 
this will continue nobody knows, 
but | am of the opinion that con- 
ditions will improve far more rap- 
idly than we are led to believe at 
the present time. 

“I feel that American manufac- 
turers should be as liberal as pos- 
sible with their agents during this 
trying period, for possibly there are 
agents who will lose money han- 
dling American products until ex- 
change either adjusts itself or some 
workable arrangement is made to 
take care of the difference. Cer- 
tainly | am not pessimistic with re- 
gard to the exchange situation. I 
1m optimistic. 

“Unfortunately, the state control 
of trade abroad was not released 
as quickly as was done in this coun- 
try, and this has had a tendency to 
affect actual conditions for a time. 
However, this is now being 
straightened out and the state con- 
trol of trade is gradually be taken 
off to an extent that will permit 
business to reach out and develop. 

“With the more efficient use of 
machinery to increase production 
necessarily brought about by the 
increased cost of materials and 
labor, there is no question but that 
this will have a tremendous effect, 
not only in industrial but in finan- 
cial and commercial circles, in in- 
creasing the demand for office 
equipment.” 

Another Export Manager Speaks. 


The recommendations of Mr. 
Ashburner are confirmed by an- 
other well-known export manager 
who has obtained his information 
at first hand, from extensive travels 
in Europe, Asia, Africa, Australia 
and the more important islands. He 
Says in part: 

“America has emerged from the 
world-war a greater nation than 
ever before. In the last few years 
its progress has been such as might 
not have been achieved under nor- 
mal conditions in a century. It is 
no longer a debtor nation, but a 
creditor nation of a magnitude 
heretofore undreamed of. The 
machinery of production forced 


upon us by war demands forms a 
foundation for commercial devel- 
opment which forces upon us ob-

ligations to the world at large 
obligations which we are bound to 
recognize and to meet. 

“By a selfish attitude toward the 
new conditions, we might achieve 
great material wealth for a time, 
but at the cost of losing that place 
in the hearts of the people of the 
world which real Americans treas- 
ure above gold and which men of 
far-seeing wisdom recognize as the 
best foundation for national great- 
ness, both in the material and spir- 
itual realms. Therefore, in ad- 
vancing the development of our 
commercial and scientific resources, 
we must not only consider our own 
interests but those of our allies, 
those of neutrals and perhaps those 
of our former enemies. 

“Today we must develop our en- 
ergies abroad along lines similar to 
those which have given us a home 
market which is the wonder of the 
world in order that the vast enter- 
prises created for war may be 
maintained to the advantage of 
American labor and capital and to 
that of the people of other lands 
whom we can best serve by helping 
them to fill the void created by war 
in the production of the necessities, 
comforts and conveniences of life. 

“One of the chief factors in the 
development of foreign trade is 
financing. While we are richer 
than we have ever been before, we 
lack the financial distribution meth- 
ods which nations such as England 
and Germany, for instance, have 
excelled in. But recent events 
prove that the leading banking in- 
stitutions of this country are awak- 
ening to the possibility of expand- 
ing their energies into the foreign 
field, and, indeed, to the absolute 
necessity of doing so to facilitate 
the operations of American manu- 
facturers who are striving to ex- 
tend their activities to markets in 
other lands. It is hoped that by 
the time production here reaches 
the point where it will be necessary 
to enter other markets for products 
not now sold there in an important 
way our facilities for financing for- 
eign trade will be sufficient to meet 
the demand. 

“America’s unselfish attitude to- 
ward world problems has created 
for us a prestige in the markets of 
the world and has given us an en- 
viable position. We are trusted, 
and we must not, in the years of 
development which are approach- 
ing, in any way or by any act, 
change this attitude of the nations 
toward us. One of the surest ways 


to perpetuate the strong feeling of 
security in us as a nation is to show 
by our commercial intercourse with 
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peop-e of other lands that spirit of 
helpful cooperation in business 
matters which we have manifested 
in aiding others toward a solution 
of the great war problems which 
were forced upon us so recently. 

“In the next decade the world’s 
demand for manufactured com- 
modities of every sort will be so 
great that every manu facturing 
nation will be called upon to do its 
utmost. The greater bulk of this 
demand will fall to America, and 
the energies we called into being 
during the war must be readjusted 
and developed to perhaps a higher 
state of efficiency. 

“Having solved the problems 
mentioned, the next one is that of 
shipping facilities. If our mer- 
chant marine is developed accord- 
ing to comprehensive plans already 
outlined our position will be more 
favorable than if we were com- 
pelled to rely on foreign bottoms. 
If our shipyards continue to turn 
out cargo carrying ships our flag 
will once again be seen on the 
seven seas and, other things being 
equal, we shou!d in the not distant 
future, be independent of others so 
far as space and shipping rates are 
concerned, provided we can read- 
just ourselves to meet the condi- 
tions of foreign shipping competi- 
tion once the war rates’ break. 
Wage standards on the ships of 
other countries are not our stand- 
ards; yet it is possible that some 
adjustment may be made on a com- 
promise basis, p:acing all ships of 
whatever country on a standard of 
clean competition. That America 
may regain the place on the seas 
which her situation demands, we 
must readjust our present system. 
We must not forget that shipping 
control rests largely in the hands 
of those who buy our products and 
they will naturally turn to the lines 
whose rates are lowest. We must 
be able to meet this competition. 
Then, too, new trade routes must 
be developed. ‘The day of the old 
fixed lines of ocean travel has 
passed. New ports and new coun- 
tries have come into being. They 
must be supplied and developed. 
Direct lines of ships must be oper- 
ated between such points and this 


market. Prominent among these 
should be ports in Africa, Aus- 
tralia, Siam, Burma, India, etc, 


which markets today are develop- 
ing rapidly and are showing a de- 
gree of interest in American prod- 
ucts which before the war were un- 
known in these fields. 

“Our commercial treaties with 
other nations are also of vital im- 
portance. Questions of free trade, 
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trade alliances, as well as supply 


and demand, are matters with 
which American manufacturers 
would better familiarize them- 
selves. Then, too, men of positive 


qualifications must be selected and 
sent into foreign fie.ds to develop 
and extend our trade, remember- 
ing always that the “slam bang” 
type of salesman will not succeed 
abroad in contact with the suave 
business politicians of other lands. 
Therein lies the secret of the suc- 
cess or the failure, initially speak- 
ing, of the American producer who 
is seeking a market abroad. 

“In the next twelve months I 
believe that American export busi- 
ness will be of unusual magnitude 
The demand exists and the supply 
is being mairitained. In delivery 
and shipping the outlook is not only 
bright, but gives ground for op- 
timistic expectations. 

“During the war and since Great 
Britain has been able to supply her 
colonial and foreign 
markets with accustomed goods to 
only a limited extent by reason of 
lessened production and restricted 
shipping facilities. Merchants who 
formerly depended upon British 
manufactured products have been 
obliged to seek new sources of sup- 
ply, with the result that many lines 
of American manufactured goods 
have found acceptance where here- 
tofore it has been impossible even 
to get a hearing. In India and 
South Africa, for instance, the 
sentiment for British-made goods 
has been such as to prevent Amer- 
ican manufacturers from se!ling 
their products in these markets 
when the goods came into compe- 
tition with articles made in brit- 
ain. Now, however, the situation 
is different, and if the opportunity 
is followed up and the manufactur- 
ers of the United States continue 
to give service and quality, they 
may retain a place in these mar- 
kets indefinitely. The strong senti- 
ment which existed in Australia 
before the war against American 
goods has been swept away, and the 
visit of the Australian Commis- 
sioner to this country with a view 
to arranging for commercial ex- 
changes will open up new channels 
of trade in that field. 

“While Europe is the greatest 
and the most active market, there 
are nevertheless wonderful possi- 


possessions 


bilities in the Near East and the 
Levant, as well as in India and 
other sections of the Far East 


This is particularly true of India 
and Burma—fields which, by rea- 
son of more conservative policies 
and stronger political control, have 
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been practically dominated — by 
Great Britain. Their doors today 
are open to the American manufac- 
turer and they furnish a market 
vast in extent and population and 
well worthy of our serious consid- 
eration. 

“Methods of foreign trade de- 
velopment will vary according to 
the class of goods to be distributed 
and the markets to which they are 
sent. Some lines will be handied 
through dealers—others through 
direct branch offices where a large 
volume of product is available for 
distribution in a concentrated fieid. 
Some lines of business will use 
both methods. But this is a matter 
to be determined by the manufac- 
turer after investigation of the 
markets. 

“In meeting the requirements of 
foreign trade American manufac- 
turers have sometimes failed on 
three points, viz., not adapting 
their goods to the standards and re- 
quirements of the foreign market; 
insufficient or improper packing of 
goods for ocean transport, and 
finally, the lack of well deve'oped 
plans and ideas for advertising in 
foreign fields. 

“We are today confronted with 
an opportunity which has never 
before been paralleled in the his- 
tory of the world, and it is up to us 
to prove ourselves equal to it.” 

A General Manager Speaks. 


We have before us some further 


recommendations which go a step 
farther than the foregoing. These 


come from the general manager of 
a business in this field having ex- 
tensive relations abroad. Indeed, 
there is no concern in the office 
equipment field which has a better 
system for establishing and pro- 
moting its foreign re‘ations than 
the one referred to. The company’s 
product is distributed in the mar- 


kets of the world. This general 
manager says: 

“For some time I have advo- 
cated the establishment in this 
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country of a foreign credit clear- 
ing house and guarantee company 
working along lines analogous to 
those followed by real estate title 
guaranty and trust companies, who 


search and insure titles to real 
estate. Such an organization as | 
suggest would search and insure 


foreign creditors and their accept- 
ances with such restrictions and 
under such conditions as they prop- 
erly should impose. The certifica- 
tion of such company should be at- 
tached to the acceptances, validat- 
ing them for liquidation at the bank 
of the exporter. 

“I have further advocated that 
such an organization be supported 
by the manufacturing and commer- 
cial houses of the United States 
who have or desire to have foreign 
outlets. 

“IT have advocated and still ad- 
vocate fostering and encouraging 
the organization of the banking in- 
terests of this country by the Fed- 
eral Government to float popular 
subscriptions to bonds offered by 
foreign governments for the financ- 
ing of the very largest dealings 
between this country and the coun- 
tries offering such bonds. These 
bonds must be endorsed by the 
government issuing them and un- 
derwritten by the Government of 
the United States. But such un- 
derwriting by the United States 
could only be undertaken after en- 
tering into conventions, treaties, 
etc., with such governments as 
should be able firmly to establish 
their relations and their attitude 
each toward the other. Incidental- 
ly such conventions would serve so 
to cement the relations between 
each such country and this country 
as to me would seem to obviate the 
necessity for a general league of 
nations. 

“Let us take as an illustration 
one of the worst cases we might 
encounter at this time, to wit: Aus- 














tria. I believe the Austrian kronen 
at this time is worth in these mar- 
kets two cents or less. Such ac- 
- : : . 
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tion as | have indicated would re- 
store the kronen to par, revive 
Austria’s purchasing power, enable 
her to meet her largest needs, and, 
logically, by the conventions en- 
tered into whereby we would un- 
derwrite Austrian bonds, we would 
fulfill those needs instead of Ger- 
many, thus amicably separating 
Austria from Germany instead of 
forcing her back into that possibly 
dangerous alliance. 

“IT am deepiy impressed by the 
fact that our Government is pro- 
moting thrift in our people by edu- 
cating the children in the schools 
in the positive benefits of personal 
savings. I know of a class in a 
public school the members of which 
are all from families in very mod- 
erate circumstances. During the 
present term this class of thirty- 
four pupils has already laid aside 
$44 in thrift stamps. They have 
now been brought to penny thrift 
by means of a stamp book which 
accepts one cent at a time or more. 
The other day that class turned in 
147 pennies. Thirty-three of the 
thirty-four boys are contributors to 
that fund. Every one of these 
thirty-three are of foreign parent- 
age. The only boy who is not a 
subscriber to the fund is the only 
one in the class of American par- 
entage. This is a serious matter 
as reflecting on the tendencies of 
people of American parentage. 

‘Now that the Liberty loans and 
the Victory loan are seemingly 
over, the inspiration of our people 
to thrift is withdrawn. But the 
spirit is still there, and if it were 
utilized as I have suggested above 
before it dies out completely or is 
supplanted by some other activity, 
it could be used to float the securi- 
ties of every country which places 
itself squarely on the platform of 
honorable, honest and trustworthy 
cooperation with the U. S. A. 
Other countries we can allow to 
sleep for the time being until they 
also experience an awakening into 
modern ideas.”

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Suggestions for Stationers. 


LSEWHERE we present suggestions for trying out 

two plans which have persistently come ‘before the 

conventions of the National Association of Station- 
ers and Manufacturers and have been vigorously and 
consistently advocated by an active minority of mem- 
bers who attend conventions. 

One of these suggestions is that the association at the 
convention to be held in St. Louis next fall try out the 
proposition to hoid an exhibition of stationery and 
office equipment products during the convention, such 
exhibition to be arranged by an organization not con- 
nected with the association, but thoroughly equipped and 
experienced in exposition matters. 

The other suggestion is that the convention in 1921 be 
held at Atlantic City with a view to determining whether 
that city or some other is most suitable as a permanent 
meeting place for the associatiun. 

We have asked readers to mail us their views on both 
these subjects after reading the article presenting the 
suggestions in detail. We repeat that request here and 
shall be disappointed if we do not receive several hun-

Typewriters to Be Built Abroad. 


EFORE long office machines are going to be pro- 

duced abroad in increasingly important quantities. 

It is understood that two or three standard type- 
writers will appear from European factories in the not 
distant future. We look forward with interest to these 
models, for it is conceivable that some _ interesting 
changes may be noted, and that the machines so pro- 
duced, if successful, may have an appreciable effect upon 
the industry. 

The increasing interest in the light or so-called port- 
able typewriters may have a marked effect. While it is 
hardly probable that the small machines will replace 
those of standard weight for constant and heavy service 
—though at present there is no evidence that they are 
incapable of standing such service—yet they are never- 
theless destined for a wide sale on account of their use- 
fulness and convenience wherever typewriters are in de- 
mand. 

It is not beyond the bounds of possibility that future 
conditions in the typewriter world may be influenced to 
a marked degree by these light machines. Will they 
have the effect of modifying the influence of typewriters 
made abroad? May not the time come when usefulness 
will be sine qua non—when utility, not weight nor wealth 
of attachments, will be the criterion?

If the 
dealer has surplus capital which he cannot use to ad- 
vantage in his own business it may be good policy on 
his part to make such an investment, provided he selects 
a stock which will not, at some time or other, divide his 


interests by bringing him in competition with himself. 
In other words,

in his own business, and we question the policy—if one 
is a dealer—of buying stock in any manufacturing com-

pany in one’s own field 
respectable competition, or is likely to have such com- 
petition. 


The point of the matter is that the dealer should feel 
free at all times to push that line or lines which bring 
the best results to the business in which he is most 
directly interested—his own immediate business. Grant- 
ing that the investment offered the dealer is sound of 
itself, where is he going to stop? There are many such 
investments in this field. One would have to have the 
income of a Rockefeller to do justice to all of them.

Fuel Conservation Rules Restrict Production. 


ANUFACTURERS in this district are hard hit by 
M the fuel conservation rules which have been put into 

effect within the last week. Factories which were 
hehind with their orders when working on full time are 
hopelessly unable to meet the demand since the half-time 
rule went into effect. Manufacturers in the office equip- 
ment field are enduring the inconvenience with good 
grace, recognizing that the situation is critical, even des- 
perate, and that, even if the strike should end immediately, 
it will be several weeks before sufficient coal can be ac 
cumulated to bring the situation back to normal, while if 
the strike should continue the prospect of a complete 
paralysis of industry is imminent. 

Dealers who are short of goods should understand the 
present situation and be as patient as possible with delays 
in delivery and in getting orders through the factories 
with which they deal. We are faced by a situation which 
has no precedent, but at the time of w riting it seems likely 
that the strike will be ended within a day or two. There 
is that much encouragement to be offered.

Montana Merchants Justly Aroused. 

N ANOTHER page of the present issue is an account 
O of a recent ruling by the newly created Trade Com- 

mission of Montana which would be laughable if its 
consequences did not bid fair to be serious. It is dis- 
couraging to note that any body of men, if given power, 
will make ridiculous rulings unless their experience has 
taught them the practical aspects of the subject on which 
they are called upon to decide, or unless those aspects are 
vigorously presented and thoroughly understood in ad- 
vance of decision. 

The Trade Commission is a body recently created by 
the legislature of Montana under a law which provides 
without qualification that “the commission shall have 
power to reguiate business.” Such a power is preposter- 
ous. Montana business men who have formed a power- 
ful organization to fight the matter through the courts, 
have publicly denounced the enactment as a menace to 
the citizens of the state—an unprecedented extension of 
the police power, and nothing less than an attempt to 
bring about state socialism of a radical character. 

One of the rulings of the commission is of a character 
with which merchants of the state cannot possibly comply 
without great expense to all and ruin to some. This mat- 
ter is covered in the account referred to on another page. 
Compliance with the ruling would make it appear that 
every man doing a retail business in Montana is a prof- 
iteer. It would make the public suspiciots—or that part 
of the public which is not just and sensible—and would 
open every man’s business to the scrutiny of friends and 
enemies alike under conditions sure to mislead as to 
ictual facts.

Federal Officer Blames Tax for H. C. L. 


XCESS PROFIT taxes were blamed for the high 
E cost of living by B. W. Colver, of the Federal Trade 

Commission, in an address before the National Asso- 
ciation of Ice Industries in New York. So many causes 
have been given for the present high level of prices, that 
another, more or less, cannot add anything to living costs. 
He said: 

“It seems quite clear that one of the chief contributing 
causes to the high cost of living is the excess profit tax. 
Certainly the excess profits tax is both a burden and a 
temptation to business. 

“I think it would be a good thing if the excess profits 
tax could be repealed tomorrow. There never was a 
worse device invented than the scheme of ‘cost plus,’ and 
the excess profits tax’is, in its essence, a cost plus ar- 
rangement. 

“Under a cost plus arrangement say of ten per cent 
profit on cost one can increase his profit by one dollar 
only by wasting nine other dollars and we have that 
curious and impossible situation of attempting to create 
wealth by wasting it. 

“In the excess profits tax when a concern has reached 
beyond what is considered to be its normal in profitable- 
ness, the surplus is partially taken from it by increasing 
percentages. What follows? Waste and extravagance; 
or an effort to make as much profit with the excess 
profits tax in operation as though it were not in opera- 
tion and that is done by charging excess profit to cost. 
It means the collection from all the people, when the 
sixty per cent excess profit tax rate has been reached, 
of a dollar, unnecessarily, in order that forty per cent 
may be added to divisible profit. 

“And the excess profit tax or any other tax is not 
paid by the tax payer. It is passed on, it must be passed 
on, in the price of the product to the purchaser of the 
product, and as it passes on and on, it grows, like a 
snowball rolling down hill, until it reaches the public. 
And the public, whether represented by a railroad presi- 
dent, a skilled mechanic, a farmer, a merchant, a com- 
mon laborer or financier, having had the composite tax 
bill of all his predecessors passed to him, raises the 
price of his own labor whether that labor be stored up 
labor in the form of capital, labor of the hands, or labor 
of the mind, to meet the new cost of living. So, the 
distressing process having made a complete circle, it 
starts, again ,the endless spiral upward. 

“Ts it not true that the excess profits tax boosts costs, 
raises prices, halts production, breeds waste, extravagance 
inefficient business methods and raises the cost of 
living? I think so.” 

Howard W. Foote, president of a Chicago company 
making expanded metal products which are sold in the 
office equipment and other trades, recently expressed in 
an interview, the following opinion: 

“T am of the firm conviction that business, in order to 
save itself, should cut its profits to the bone. It’s good 
business in the long run. Let’s have a moratorium on 
profits in every line for awhile, for the sake of the coun- 
try. Make it a matter of patriotism. I believe that labor 
will be glad to get in on it and do ‘its share. 

“T attended a convention thé other day at which the 
general sentiment was that with labor demanding more 
and a prem‘um having to be paid in order to get steel, an 
increase in price should be put on building materials. It 
was just another instance of the ‘vicious circle.’ I be- 
lieve that profits should. stand these increased costs as far 
as they should be, and that there should be no advance 
until it is absolutely necessary in order to keep business 
going 

“We should get together now as American citizens, stop 
the ‘vicious circle.” and bring back business to normal 
again. It’s the only thing that ‘will settle the unrest and 
will be the biggest benefit to labor atid industry alike.”

Office Appliances in Great Britain. 


Exclusive Correspondence of “Office Appliances.” 
London, November 15, 1919. 
YPEWRITER business in this country is sound with 
- a thoroughly good undercurrent moving, although 
there is still not much of the real boost in things that 
it was expected would have matured by this time. At the 
reduced prices now prevailing machines trade off easily, 
but the public is not rushing for them: -That is why no 
doubt so many experienced drummers have been put upon 
the road again and here and there we hear talk of the 
revival of the free trial system. There is much more labor 
available on the repairing and (in so far as it exists in this 
country) the manufacturing side, the latter both with regard 
to typewriters and to supplies and accessories. The stand- 
ard concerns view prospects as satisfactory whilst admit- 
ting that a little more avidity on the part of the public 
with better supplies of machines from America would 
please them still more. 
<---> 
There is no doubt for one thing that the extremely high 
cost of living in this country is militating generally 
against any expenditure that can easily be avoided. Peo- 
ple are making old machines last, apparently, for years 
after they would ordinarily have been scrapped, and they 
look with a much more kindly eye than hitherto on sec- 
ond-hand and rebuilt goods. There appear to be quite 
a large number of new dealers and suppliers of these non- 
new sections and, judging by their advertising and their 
blue sky talk, their businesses are shaping very favorably. 
<---> 


The cost of living in this country is now higher, accord- 
ing to Government statistics, than at any period during the 
war, and there is a very widespread feeling of resentment 
and discontent as a result. 


The view seems to be held by manufacturers and busi- 
ness men generally that one thing they certainly have 
to look forward to very definitely is the further increase 
in the cost of living, followed by a further demand for 
higher wages which, in its place, will also help towards a 
fresh increase in the cost of living, to be again followed 
by another demand for higher wages. This is the “vicious 
circle” that is now being so widely referred to and, like a 
circle, it has no end. This, of course, tends to check 
development in every branch of manufacture and trading. 

<---> 


The increase in the bank rate, with consequent dearer 
money, is another obstacle to business. As a result easy 
money in the speculative markets appears to attract men 
who otherwise would be engaged in conservative produc- 
tive business. The Stock Exchange is doing well, as are 
the insurance companies and banks, and this threefold 
development has tended to restore quite the old appear- 
ance of activity to London’s financial district. Many more 
typewriters are being bought and this takes place along 
with the installation of all other labor- saving and time- 
saving devices for the office. The “city,” in fact, is the 
bright spot at present and people elsewhere are postponing 
the revival of general national industrial activity until next 
year. 

<---> 

It appears to be a pretty widely spread view that peace 
in Russia will be necessary before the world can settle 
down, and this is reconciling business men in this country 
to the Government’s new Russia policy, which now seems 
to be a reversal of the old and to include a refusal of all 
intervention on behalf of any side in the old empire of 
the Czars. Premier Lloyd George’s speech at the lord 


mayor’s banquet on the night of November 8 was the 
first big public indication of this new Government policy, 
and whilst it has let loose a lot of partisan rancor, it is 





being recognized by the sober business men of the coun- 
try as based upon good, sound national reasons that must 
precede a world settlement and the revival of commercial 
life on a pre-war scale. 


<> 
American typewriter men here are certainly very keen 
on the Russian market once terms can be arranged with 
the Soviet. They believe that despite all the tales there 
is plenty of money to be made in Russia, especially in con- 
nection with the enormous amount of replacement that 
will be required there before restored business can start. 
This, of course, involves an acceptance by the Soviet of 
all Russia’s old and current foreign indebtedness and the 
consequent restoration of the old standards of interna- 
tional financial integrity. Then the world can be freed 
from its present enormous incubus and peaceful trade can 
go on.

Coming back to typewriter business, strictly speaking | 
notice that the Woodstock typewriter is now being intro- 
duced here. H. C. Thompson is the managing director of 
the Woodstock Typewriter Company, and he is also con- 
nected with the Amalgamated Typewriters, Ltd., and the 
Peerless Carbon and Ribbon Company. The first machine 
brought into Great Britain was laid before the British 
Government and the result was the ordering of a large 
number. Afterwards quite an extensive organization was 
built up throughout the British Isles, backed by the driving 
power, initiative and enthusiasm of Mr. Thompson. Just 
now I regret to hear that Mr. Thompson is in the hands 
of a medical specialist with rather serious nasal trouble. 
1 trust that he will soon be through this bad phase and 
once more back in active business. He has a good staff 
and is himself well known to the typewriter trade in this 
country. Starting with the Yost Company he was for 
many years with the Bar-Lock and later with the Mon- 
arch. Beginning business for himself six years ago he 
formed the Amalgamated Typewriters Company and had 
three stores going in London shortly afterwards. Then 
he organized the Woodstock Typewriter Company for the 
purpose of handling that machine on this side and also 
acquired the Peerless Carbon and Ribbon Company, of 
39 Shoe Lane, a concern dealing in high class carbons and 
ribbons of Canadian manufacture. He has also acquired 
the agency for another typewriter, full details of which 
are to come along later. Thompson is a lover of litera- 
ture, plays golf and billiards, does not drink or smoke, 
and, if he has a weakness at all it is for choral singing 
on a large scale. In a celebration of peace he recently 
organized a large choral festival at an open space in 
suburban London. This was attended by 50,000 people 
and made Thompson prouder than he even was of his 
typewriter enterprises. 
<---> 
I read that Signor Luigi Fertoni, chief of the orchestra 
at the Prince’s Theater, London, is said to have invented 
a typewriter which will print all the characters ordinarily 
required in music. The idea of constructing such a ma- 
chine is not, of course, new. The Blickensderfer Com- 
pany was interested in such a machine many years ago, 
the adaptation of the Blick to such work having been 
conceived and carried out by one of their continental 
representatives. And if memory serves, the Hammond 
Company had at one time a music typewriter. The diffi- 
culty with all such machines is the enormous number of 
characters required in typing presentable music. Mechan- 
ically, the task is quite within the range of possibility. 
Manually, it has generally been found that operation is 
quite complicated, and that the output of music is there- 
fore slow. Moreover, the demand for such a machine is 
very limited, especially in view of the high price that has 
to be asked for such an instrument.

The Roneo company, being freed from Government 
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contracts and the control of the Ministry of Munitions, 
according to the directors’ report, resumed its ordinary 
course of expansion. W. T. Smedley, the chairman of the 
company, in a statement to Roneo shareholders on Octo- 
ber 28, expressed the opinion that no business in the 
country would derive greater benefit from the advent of 
peace than theirs. The period embraced in the accounts 
just issued, he said, included only about six months of 
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peace conditions, or rather partial peace conditions, but 
the results showed how promptly the trading had re- 
sponded to the return to more normal surroundings. It 
was, however, to the current year that they must look for 
the full benefit. Freehold land to the extent of 60 acres 
adjoining and near to the factory at Romford, just out- 
side London, had been purchased and large additions 
were being made both to buildings and plant, continued 
Mr. Smedley. The directors recognized that the demands 
for the company’s products would be largely in excess of 
their anticipations, and the addition and extensions both 
to plant and buildings were on a much larger scale than 
was contemplated last year. In the future the export 
trade alone would tax their present resources. The new 
works, however, were being equipped to be equal to these 
demands. There was little in the items of the balance 
sheet to which he need draw their attention. The exten- 
sions at Romford began to show themselves in increases 
to the figures of freehold land and buildings and plant. 
The figures at which these assets stood were far below 
their value, no less than $203,530 having been written off 
for depreciation during the last eleven years, whilst values 
had been maintained. The general debtors, as a natural 
sequel to increased trade, had grown from $344,050 to 
$458,345, the stock on hand from $482,825 to $511,535. The 
cash at banks and in hand was $365,820 against $331,805 
last year and $167,785 in the preceding year. This sum, it 
might be observed, was more than sufficient to provide 
for payment of the whole of the liabilities ($262,035), and 
the dividend about to be declared, after deducting income 
tax, and leave a surplus. Patterns, patents, leasehold 
premises and good will would now appear at $175,000 only. 
These items had been reduced out of profits to the extent 
of $325,000, and would not stand at a figure which did not 
amount to half the last year’s profits, and no doubt could 
be extinguished by applying the profits of the four months 
since the date to which the accounts were made up. Apart 
from this, the figure would probably be covered by the 
value of the leasehold premises at 5-11 Holborn, London.

The profits-had increased from $267,695 to $365,250, mainly 
because they were free from control of the munitions 
department and the execution of contracts for the Gov- 


ernment. * * * Last year the company’s dividend was 
raised to 15 per cent and for the last twelve months it is 
to be 20 per cent. Over $40,000 have been applied in 
writing off investments in the Allied Hungarian and Aus- 


trian companies. * * * It was just that he should bear 
testimony to the wisdom of the policy followed by the 
general manager, A. S. Newmark. Although the cost of 
raw materials and labor increased so enormously during 
the war, the selling price of the duplicating machines, the 
Copiers, and the other similar articles, had only been 
increased by 5 per cent. The benefit derived from the 
fixed charges being spread over a larger turnover, brought 
about by the execution of contracts for the Government, 


had been given to the customers of the firm. The same 
principle had been followed in the selling price of sup- 
plies. Few businesses had adopted a similar policy, but 


in the long run it would bring its reward. The company 
had considered the interest of their customers rather than 
snatch a profit out of the exigencies of the moment. Thus 
had the value of the good will been enhanced by securing 
the good will of the firm’s customers. The directors could 
regard with equanimity any legislation as to war profits. 
* * * The Compagnie du Roneo, of Paris, in which 
they were largely interested, had during the last few years 
enjoyed a prosperity equal to their own, and they were 
looking forward to an important addition in the future to 
their revenue accounts from this source. . Noth 
ing could be more secure, concluded Mr. Smedley, than 
their trading connections throughout the United Kingdom. 
Through the branches, of which they had seventeen, they 
did their business direct with the consumer. The first 
three months of the current year had opened with sales 
and profits in excess of any past records. The sharehold- 
ers might look forward with confidence to the future.

New Multi-Biller Machine. 

The Elliott-Fisher Company of Harrisburg, Pa., has 
perfected a new flat-bed billing machine, designed for the 
simultaneous writing of a number of identical documents 
or forms. By roliing up the carbon and folding back the 
forms the machine is available for other uses, such as card 
writing, etc. When used for multiple work an ingenious 
timed clamp grips the forms at the back of the platen 
while still pulling them at the front, eliminating air 
pockets and drawing the forms freely across the flat platen 
in solidified formation. With proper selection of stock 
and carbons fifteen legible copies can be written at one 
and the same time. Provision is made for the quick in- 
sertion and withdrawal of extra sheets and carbons when 
additional copies are required during the course of the 
work. Thus envelopes may be addressed at the time of 
writing the invoices, or tags or labels or smaller forms 
simultaneously with the regular work. 








NEW ELLIOTT-FISHER MULTI-BILLER. 


Improved clamps simplify the action of reloading to 
the simple process of pulling out and tearing off. Carbons 
can be used in continuous rolls, multiple wound. When 
these are not available, single sheets of carbon may be 
used without any change in the machine. 

The platen is made in two sizes—eleven inches and 
sixteen inches. The former will handle forms from four 
to eight and one-half inches wide and the latter forms 
from eight and one-half to eleven inches wide. Two sets 
of different forms may be on the machine at one time. 

A feature of the machine is a larger cut-out in the 
platen and a high lift on the tear-off knife, giving ample 
clearance for a hold on the forms. As the forms are not 
released at the rear clamp until after this hold has been 
taken, the possibility of the slipping of any of the copies is 
practically eliminated. As the foot pedal is further de- 
pressed the rear clamp is released until all tension on 
the forms is removed and they pull forward easily. 

The machine may be operated by any typist without 
previous instruction. It was demonstrated at the recent 
business show in Chicago and attracted much interest.

ing and valuable improvements in the art of typewriter 
manufacture. These features comprise inch-wide cone- 
bearing telescoping type-bars; two-handed variable line 
spacer, with back space bar so placed as to be in con- 
formity with the rest of the mechanism; positive and auto- 
matic ribbon control, ribbon moving horizontally across 
machine and being automatically reversed at a variable 
point; unit feed rolls automatically adjusting themselves 
to whatever number of sheets may be uséd, also auxiliary 
feed rolls of a new design which eliminate air cushions; 
paper fingers cannot be struck by type; ribbon guide pre- 
vents curling of ribbon and is equipped with a three- 
positioned control lever, utilizing the entire surface; the 
position of the ribbon gear is controlled by the paper, rib- 
bon being always at a fixed distance therefrom, irrespec- 
tive of the number of sheets; ribbon spools are automatic- 
ally locked on shafts; paper table may be rocked forward, 
permitting adjustment of marginal or tabulator stops; 
octuple roller truck bearing permit smooth and noiseless 
operation of carriage; platen is farther to front and higher 
than on previous Victor models; carriage shift lock is to 
the left instead of the right. 

The platen of the No. 10 correspondence model takes 
paper 1014 inches wide and writes a line 9% inches long. 
New Desk Adding Machine. 

The “Figuraytor” is the name of a little adding machine 
9 by 2% inches and weighing one pound. It is furnished 
with a desk holder equipped with rubber feet. The ma- 
chine has seven dials. It is finished in black, and the 
stand supplied with the machine is finished in nickel. The 
machine—suitable for addition or subtraction, or for add- 
ing fractional parts—may be operated with one hand. It 
may be removed from its little stand and carried in a

pocket or laid flat on the page on which one is working, 
following the items or columns as they are added 

The machine may be operated with the stylus supplied 
with it or with a lead pencil. In addition the dials are 
turned to the right; in subtraction, to the left.

Forms used may be all printed on the same or on 
several different colors, grades or weights of paper with- 
out interfering with alignment or other functions of 
the machine. Since all the forms are automatically made 
the required length, they make, when filed, a_ binder 
smooth-edged like a book, 

When the required exact length of forms has been ex- 
pelled by turning the crank, metal discs operating below 
the forms and the metal grip roller above them come into 
contact through the punch holes, thus arresting the move- 
ment of the forms. To start the next set of forms, a 
touch upon the button above the crank moves the discs 
momentarily out of contact with the grip roller, after 
which they automatically return to position. 

Should the operator deliberately put one or 
the forms out of alignment with the others, they will 
automatically line up when the tickets are extracted, 
because when the crank is turned, each form moves for- 
ward until the punch holes in each are accurately aligned 
with the corresponding holes in the others. The roll 
within the register is rewound at even tension, the same 
at the beginning when it is small as at the end when it 
is large.

MERCHANTS, WAKE UP! 


ALLEGED REFORMERS IN PUBLIC OFFICE SEEKING 
TO SHACKLE LEGITIMATE BUSINESS BY CRE- 
ATING BOARDS TO MAKE RULES FOR RETAIL MER- 
CHANTS IN THE DAILY CONDUCT OF THEIR AFFAIRS 


HE time has come for the retail merchants in this and 
other lines all over the United States to wake up 
and take notice of what is on. Business is 
already so governed and regulated and taxed and exam- 
ined and sat upon and commanded to do this and forbid- 


gong 


den to do that and summoned before boards and haled 
betore commissions that we sometimes wonder if the 
Prussian book of rules held more restrictions on the lib- 


erty of subjects than the citizens of the United States are 
called upon to put up with. And now we are threatened 
with both state and national regulation of retail business 
by boards responsible to nobody, with powers which can 
be construed only by expensive and tedious litigation in 
the courts if we are not minded to submit to regulations 
which would ruin some and embarrass all, and accomplish 
no good purpose. 

3ecause the latest performance of the kind happened in 
Montana we of other states need not therefore think, “Let 
the Montana merchants settle it,” for tomorrow the same 
thing may be happening in Rhode Island or New York 
or Illinois. Indeed, we understand that two members of 
Congress are even now actively pushing a bill whose en- 
actment would put the retail business of the United States 
in the hands of a commission, similar to that in whose 


hands the retail merchants of Montana now find them- 
selves. 
We quote from a letter just received from H. B. 


Boomer, manager of the Office Supply Company, Mis 
soula, Montana: 

“The subject matter of this letter has doubtless already 
come to your attention, but a brief further reference can 
do no harm and I hope to be able to assist in bringing to 
the stationers of this country a full realization of the seri- 
ousness and viciousness of recent legislation enacted by 
the Montana legislature, especially in view of the fact that 
a similar measure will shortly be introduced into our Na 
tional Congress unless it can be killed in committee room. 

“At a special session of the Sixteenth Legislative As 
semblv held at Helena this fall. a bill known as House Bill 
No. 14 was passed, creating a Montana Trade Commission 
and giving this commission full power to regulate business 
in this state. The first official order issued by them re- 
quired all individuals, partnerships and corporations doing 
business in Montana to take out a state license, to which 
order no particular objection was offered. Then they is 
sued order number four, requiring every merchant in the 
state to mark in plain figures on every article of merchan- 
dise in his store the net invoice cost thereof, together with 
the wholesale and retail price. nothing to he added for 
freight or overhead expense. Furthermore, he must post 
in a conspicuous place in his establishment a complete list 
of all articles carried in stock, together with the cost and 
selling price thereof. which list must be corrected to date 
by 10 o’clock of each day. 


“Tt is needless to say what the effect of such a practice 
would be, especially in stores such as ours and in jewelry 
stores where the overhead expense is necessarily very 
high, to say nothing of the extra expense involved in re- 
marking the merchandise. 

“Montana business men at first thought it must be a 
joke, but when they realized that they were really ‘up 
against it,’ they immediately got busy and a meeting was 
held in Butte. This meeting is described in the enclosed 
report. The writer happened to be one of those selected 
to represent Missoula at this meeting, and if enthusiasm 
counts for anything, our parlor Bolsheviki at Helena have 
about as much chance of enforcing this law as I have of 
going to heaven. 

“It is my understanding that a similar law has been 
proposed by two members of Congress—a Mr. Jones of 
New Hampshire and a Mr. Siegel of New York. Every 
stationer and every man in any other business should 
write or wire his congressman at once protesting against 
such legislation.” 

From the report of the meeting to which Mr. Boomer 
judge that it included pretty much all of the 
business men Montana and was a moderately lively 
and unanimous affair. It is not at all unlikely that they 
will stir up quite a breeze before they are done, and that 
the political storm cellars will be well tenanted for a 
time. Representative business men were present from 
Butte, Lewistown, Helena, Toston, Billings, Dillon, Liv- 
ingston, Anaconda, Missouia, Bozeman, Miles City, Glas- 
gow, Great Falls, Kalispell, Roundup, Havre, Glendive, 
Eureka and other points. A powerful organization was 
completed, with a state executive committee of twenty- 
two men from the principal cities of the state. All of the 
cities named above are represented on the executive com- 
mittee. The association is known as the Montana De- 
velopment Association and came into being at the call of 
the Associated Industries of Montana. The objects of the 
new organization are comprehensive in scope and embrace 
the upbuilding the state, advancement of industries, 
ncouragement and support of schools, building of high- 
ways and numerous other activities, including the encour- 
igement and protection of business enterprises. At the 
meeting referred to the association adopted strong resolu- 
tions condemning the state trade commission law as so- 
‘ialistic, unfair and against the interests of the people of 
the state Steps will immediately be taken to test its 
validity in the courts. To comply with the order of the 
commission would involve endless labor and would result 
higher prices to cover added expense. The law gives 
to a commission autocratic power to regulate business— 
something heretofore unheard of. and, it is believed, 
clearly in contravention of the rights guaranteed by the 
constitution of state of Montana. 
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New Concern Enters Rebuilding Field. 


W. W. Ramer and Major C. I. Wagner Join in Important 
New Enterprise. 

W. W. Ramer, founder of the Wholesale Typewriter 
Company of New York, has perfected plans to establish 
a new business in the rebuilt typewriter field. In this busi- 
ness will be incorporated some entirely new ideas in which 
typewriter dealers throughout the country will be inter- 
ested. 

W. W. Ramer made his first start in the rebuilding 
typewriter business in Chicago, in May, 1901, with James 
Gooding, under the firm name of Gooding & Ramer. The 
firm’s first purchase was one No. 2 Remington, at $30, 
bought from the late L. W. Jared, who was at that time

manager of the Smith-Premier Company’s Chicago branch. 
This machine was the cornerstone of the foundation upon 
which was built the industry of rebuilding typewriters for 
dealers’ distribution. 

What the firm considered a very large order was fifty 
No. 2 Smith-Premiers, which had been used for two years 
in a business college. The fifty machines had just been 
stored on the firm’s shelf, when George H. Patterson, 
founder of Office Appliances, looked in upon his two 
friends. He was selling a “pointer” for Nos. 6 and 7 Rem- 
ingtons. When the carriage was raised, the indicator 
would show the place where the next letter would strike. 
The firm of Gooding & Ramer bought one dozen “point- 
ers’ and told Mr. Patterson of their plan to sell machines 
at wholesale. He declared his intention of informing type- 
writer dealers on his travels of this plan to supply them 
with rebuilt machines. His recommendations resulted in 
a number of orders. A few weeks later Mr. Patterson 
called again at Gooding & Ramer’s office and showed 
them the dummy of a little paper, which he expected soon 
to start. The “little paper” was started two or three years 
later as the Typewriter Journal and at the end of twelve 
months took its supplementary title of Office Appliances. 

In 1903 Mr. Gooding withdrew from the firm to enter 
more extensively in the check protector business and Mr. 
Ramer opened an office in New York. This was the first 
office for the wholesale handling of rebuilt typewriters in 
New York City. The Wholesale Typewriter Company 
was formed April 5, 1905, with Mr. Ramer as sole owner. 

in January, 1911, a disastrous fire swept through the 
company’s factory. Much of the plant and many type- 
writers were destroyed. The company’s net loss was 
above $29,000, yet Mr. Ramer insisted on continuing, and, 
in spite of adverse conditions, revived and restocked the 
business. 

Within the last few years several high class retail stores 
have been opered in New York City by Mr. Ramer. These 
not only served as distributing factors in New York for 





the company’s product, but they also served to popularize 
rebuilt typewriters. 

Associated with Mr. Ramer in the new company is 
Major C. I. Wagner, recently resigned from the service 
of the War Department, at Washington. Major Wagner's 
last work with the Government was with the Surplus 
Property Division of the United States army. Office ma 
chinery of every kind came under his direct supervision. 
3efore entering the service of th Government during the 
war, Major Wagner was for several years connected with 
this field. He commenced his business career with the 
National Cash Register Company, having been first em 
ployed in office work, but later going on the road as a 
salesman. Because of poor health he left this position and 
went into railroad work in the west for a syndicate of 
electric lines. His ability was soon recognized, and when 
he left this work some time later he held the title of gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent.

After the foregoing experience he went into business 
at Piqua, Ohio, where he was brought in touch with Em 
erson W. Price of Lima—one of the pioneers in the retail 
field: of office equipment. Leaving Piqua, Mr. Wagnet 
became manager of the Office Appliance Store at Dayton 
in 1911. Here he first became affiliated with the typewrite: 
field, the Office Appliance Store being the agent for the 
Monarch typewriter at Dayton. Mr. Wagner was also the 
first man to introduce rebuilt typewriters to the people o! 
that city. 

In 1913 he left Dayton and became associated with t 
Shaw-Walker Company of Muskegon, Mich., as district 
manager for the Central Southern states. He remained 
with this company until 1916, when he resigned and took 
up the promotion and marketing of a number of inven 
tions of his own in the office equipment field, including a 
loose leaf ring device, an “out” card system, vertical file 
for blue prints and tracings, and an indexing system—th¢ 
first to introduce the typewriter as an indexing medium 

For six months prior to entering the army, Mr. Wagner 
devoted a considerable part of his time to voluntary Gov 
ernment work with the War Risk Insurance Bureau i 
connection with their indexing systems in Washington, 
and in July, 1918, he was commissioned a captain in th 


} 
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Quartermaster Corps and assigned as chief to the Orders 
and Regulations branch office, Q. M. C., and later was 
made chief of the Administration Division thereof, han 


dling the standardization and purchase regulation of all 
office supplies and commodities for the Army in the ca 
pacity of chairman of the Standing Committee on Office 
Supplies and Equipment for the Army. Three months 
after being commissioned captain he was promoted to the 
rank of major. 

Immediately after the armistice, it was realized that the 
Army would have an enormous surplus in office equip 
ment and devices and Major Wagner was the first officer 
detailed to work out a plan for the disposal of such sup 
plies, subseauently doing so as Chief of the Miscellaneous 
and Office Equipment Branch. On the i5th of July. 1919, 
Major Wagner received his discharge from the United 
States Army and on the 4th day of August, 1919, he was 
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recalled for a period of seventy days and became chief 
of the Office Equipment Section in the office of the Di- 
rector of Sales. 

Mr. Wagner now becomes the vice-president and treas- 
uprer of the new corporation, acting in the capacity of 
general manager as well. 


Shaw-Walker Open New Philadelphia Store.

Mr. Norton is a vetcran in the busi- 
ness, having been associated for the last fifteen years 
with this company.

Stopping five minutes to have a sign painted, 
“Burroughs Adding Machine Special Delivery,’ he made 
arrangements with the pilot and climbed aboard with the 
adding machine. In eighteen minutes after ledving the 
ground at Shelbyville Showers and the pilot descended at 
their destination and a couple of minutes later—possibly 
less, for the landing place was beside the lumber yard of 
the customer—Showers presented the machine before the 
astonished lumberman, who signed the order instantly.

Trade Commission Still Considering Cumulative 
Discounts Case. 

The Federal Trade Commission, having issued com- 
plaints against eight of the leading typewriter companies, 
eight equally well known adding and calculating machine 
companies and one of the foremost adding typewriter 
concerns, is, it is understood, still considering the evidence 
taken recently before commissioners at New York and 
Chicago. The complaints are based on the alleged practice 
of giving quantity discounts in advance of orders, the 
discount being predicated on the understanding that the 
customer will purchase a certain number of machines 
within a given time, failure to do so obliging him to 
refund such discounts as have already been allowed on 





part deliveries of the entire number. There is no objectio 
to straight quantity discounts. 

We are informed that such of the typewriter companies 
as did follow the practice complained of discontinued it 
some time ago. 

It is expected that the Commission will present its 
reconimendations based on the evidence taken at at 
early date.

The Business Efficiency Exposition which was held 
at the Coliseum during the week of November 17 to 22 
inclusive was probably the most successful business show 
ever held in Chicago. It was one of the largest in point 
of exhibits and the attendance was excellent throughout 
the week. Furthermore, conversations with all the ex- 
hibitors disclosed the fact that not one was less than 
well satisfied with the results achieved, while many were 
enthusiastic.

devices for the office. Direct orders were taken at the 
show for many thousands of doliars’ worth of goods, 
while manufacturers established agencies which will net 
them many thousands more. 

Monday was commercial students’ day, when the boys 
and girls of the commercial colleges inspected the various 
exhibits. On Monday evening the school typewriting 
contest was held—an event of much interest, especially 
to young people interested in speed and accuracy in 
typing 

The business show presented a striking spectacle. Every 
available inch of space in the big Coliseum was filled 
with exhibits. Many of the booths were tastefully decor-

ated with flowers, while the uniform style of arrangement 
and decoration supplied by the show management was 
excellent. The scene every afternoon and evening was 
lively and inspiring and the orchestra under the direction 
of Armin F, Hand and Arthur C. Hand supplied music 
throughout the afternoon and evening of each day. 

At the right on entering the Coliseum the first exhibit, 
in space F, was that of the International Money Machine 
Company, while spaces G and H, immediately across the 
aisle, were occupied by the Langslow, Fowler Company. 
Directly in front of the main entrance one came at the 
left to booths 53, 54, 65 and 66, forming a square occu-

TYPEWRITING CONTEST AT CHICAGO SHOW

The first battle in the campaign for raising the stand- 
ard of coinmercial typewriting was fought November 17 
at the Business Show in Chicago—the result of that 
battle is shown in the official record printed in this maga 
zine. It was purely a school contest—a contest of schools 
within 100 miles of Chicago—and the first name to be 
engraved on the silver trophy is that of the Gregg School, 
together with that of the little lady who entered under 
Gregg Colors, Miss Ruth Lewis. Second honors go to 
the same school, and third to the Proviso Township High 
School. 

That a campaign for better machine work is necessary 
is well shown by the official record of the Chicago con- 
test. In typewriting there are but two factors—speed 
and accuracy—equal factors, for without speed the ma- 
chine goes back to the level of the pen, and without 
accuracy the work turned out on that machine is of no 
value whatever. In every contest where novices are 
engaged will be found the same “nervousness” that must 
be a factor in the first day’s work of any student in a 
position. ‘This, of course, tends to error and from an 
experience of more than ten years of active contest man- 
agement I have come to the conclusion that a ratio of 
two words per minute is what may be reasonably expected 
from the personal equation. Of course there are those 
who “go to pieces” in any test—but they will do just 
that thing in an office where much more depends upon 
the first day’s output than the winning or losing of a 
medal

. careful examinaticn of the record w'll show that 
with the allowance I have indicated for the human ele- 
ment those at the top, quite a number of them, combined 
in a great degree the two factors of accuracy and speed— 
it is always so. On the other hand it will show, I believe, 
that as a whole the machine is not receiving the atten- 
tion it deserves at the hand of teachers The trouble lies 
right here—our schools for ages have dwelt too strongly 
upon the mental to the exclusion of the manual. The 
typewriter is the latter to a great extent and for that 
reason needs special manual training, combined, of course, 
with mental, but this last cannot easily be escaped even 
when it receives little attention from the hand of the 
teacher. 

Circumstances have been such during the past year or 
two that almost any sort of machine work could demand 
and receive good pay—but there will come a time when 
the wheat and chaff will be separated, when good work 
will pay well and poor work nothing, and it is time that 
teache.s understood this and made ready for it. Type- 
writing is not an “education” as that word is generally 
used and understood—it is a trade, and almost a pro- 
fession. Such being the case it should receive the train- 
ing given to other trades and professions and not be 
considered as a side issue of little importance except to 
enable a youngster to get a “position.” 

This matter is to be taken up at the meeting of the 
Federation of Commercial Teachers in Chicago Decem- 
ber 29, and I hope that all those interested in a “Com- 
paign for Better Typewriting” will be there.

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Manufactures Census Under Way. 


li is five vears since the last census the manufagtures 
the United States was taken. The i914 census was 
ynpleted during a sub-normal period, so it is expected 


that the showing of the 1919 enumeration will reveal some 
striking figures. Special effort is being put forth to make 
the manufactures section of the approaching Fourteenth 
Decennial Census one of the most complete and _ compre 
hensive inventories of the Nation’s manufacturing estab 
lishments ever taken, according to officials of the Bureau 
of the Census who have this work charge 

The schedules which will be used in tabulating the 

formation about the countrv’s industrial resources have 
already been prepared and printed. These schedules will 
be mailed to every manufacturing establishment in the 
United States during the month of December so that fac 
tory owners and managers can familiarize themselves in 
advance with the questions to be answered when the rec 
erds of the past year’s business have been compiled. The 
questions relate to the calendar year 1919.

This supplemental schedule will allow 
letailed statistics of output to be set forth under the 
leading “products manufactured.” 

The census of manufactures is limited to manfacturine 
establishments with an annual product of at least $500, 
‘onducted under what is known as the factory system, ex 
clusive of the sO called neighborhood, hous¢ hold and hand 
industries. However, no establishment is too small to be 
counted by the government if it comes within the defini 
tion of a manufacturing establishment. 

Census Bureau officials emphasize the fact that all in 

nation gathered by the census is strictly confidential 
made so by Act of Congress, and is for general statistical 
urposes only.

Luxury Taxes Deductible from Income Tax. 


\ New York retailer dealing in merchandise which 
largely came under the luxury tax took advantage of the 
reasury department ruling permitting taxpayers to de 
duct luxury tax items from the income tax returns.

Plan Restoring British Import Restrictions. 

Action has been proposed by the Federation of British 
Industries looking for the restoration of import restric- 
tions on certain imports, which include typewriters. This 
plan was disclosed in a memorandum addressed to the 
Board of Trade, criticizing the abrupt removal of import 
restrictions September 1. The assertion was made that 
certain industries and trades still need and should have 
import protection against foreign competition. The Amer- 
ican Chamber of Commerce in London, which reports the 
matter is waiting with interest to see the result; whether 
the government will adhere to the non-restriction policy 
as announced just prior to September 1, or whether after 
two months of practically unrestricted imports, they will 
agree with the claims of the British manufacturers and re- 
impose some of the restrictions. 

The Federation of British Industries is perhaps the 
most powerful industrial association in the country, rep- 
resenting about a thousand of Britain’s foremost pro- 
ducers. It is the importance of the Federation that makes 
this action significant. 

The memorandum presents the claim of the following 
to be key industries and which should be protected al- 
though the Government has not included them in its pub- 
lished list Ferro-alloys (molybdenum, chromes and 
silicon); steel balls and ball bearings; wire nails; type- 
writers; photographic raw base paper; telephone manu- 
facture; drop forgings and stampings; cotton duck and 
canvas. 

The following trades feel that owing to their peculiar 
position they should receive special protection, at least 
during the period of reconstruction: Motors, rubber tires; 
hosiery, dyeing, bleaching and finishing; machine-made 
lace and embroideries. The following industries want 
protection against dumping, i. e., the placing of foreign 
goods on the British market at a price below that in the 
producing country Bridge and constructional iron work: 
marine work; iron and steel wire; glass bottles. The fol- 
lowing industries want protection against the foreign 
competition that will result from countries whose labor is 
paid so much less that British production cannot compete: 
Jute spinners and manufacturers; boot and shoe laces; 
silk and cotton bindings; elastic braids, cords, webbing, 
etc.; carpets; hosiery and fabric gloves; brushes; salt. 

The following want protection against the foreign com- 
petition which would become impossible to meet through 
collapse in the exchange of the producing country: Emery, 
emery cloth, grinding wheels, etc., moquette carpets; cot- 
ton hosiery; machine made embroidery and Barmen lace; 
photographic raw base paper; snap fasteners; corset 
busks; toys. Full statement regarding the claim of each 
industry are being prepared by the Federation and are to 
be sent to the Board of Trade as soon as completed. 

The American Chamber of Commerce in London points 
out that the claims of the last three classes of industry or 
trade, namely, for protection against dumping, competi- 
tion through underpaid labor or collapse of exchange, are 
really pointed at Germany. The others, however, if ad- 
mitted by the government, may affect American exports 
in those lines to the British market

Merchandising Conditions in Peru. 

A report by J. W. Sanger, United States Trade Com- 
missioner, on “Advertising Methods in Chile, Peru and 
Bolivia,” makes the following comments on conditions 
in Peru. He had said that as a rule the window and 
counter displays in Peruvian stores were uninteresting. 
The local merchants do not appear to study the science 
of window trimming, and are content to show a miscel- 
laneous assortment of merchandise in_ helter-skelter 
fashion. In contrast’ was an instance which we quote. 


“In some of the better stores devoted to drugs and 
books and stationery the writer saw counter display 
cases containing an excellent showing cf a well-known 
brand of American fountain pens, the manufacturer of 
which had been far sighted enough to have not only the 
case itself but the advertising cards accompanying it 
lettered in good Spanish. This same fountain pen may 
be seen nearly everywhere in South America, and while 
seldom advertised in the newspapers it is very generally 
known. In scores of stores the counter display cases 
are among the first thing to catch the eye of the shopper 
as he enters the store. As in the United States, these 
cases are at times turned to other uses, even to that of 
containing a competitor’s goods; and in Peru, as at 
home, this is an imposition that can be guarded against 
only by frequent visits of a representative.”

No doubt the soldiers of each country who took part 
in the great struggle felt it was upon their shoulders that 
fell the brunt of the battle. As time goes on each country 
will come to realize how much its neighbors shared in 
the general result. In each country the women have ma- 
teriallv helped by taking the places of the men who had 
gone into the fighting forces, and in England this is 
especially the case. It would have been impossible for 
Great Britain to have put eight million men into the 
fighting forces if the women had not come forward and 
taken their places in the factory and office. 

In the typewriter world this has especially been the 
case, and in this connection we may mention the Bar- 
Lock Typewriter Company, Ltd., London. Ninety-two 
per cent of the managers and travelers who were of mili- 
tary age voluntcered for active service. To carry on,

women were engaged as travelers. In some cases the 
wives of those who had enlisted took their husbands’ 
places. In other cases sisters took the places of brothers, 
and have carried on successfully pending the return of 
the men. The most striking illustration of this and one 
which is probably unique, is in regard to the Gloucester 
branch of the Bar-Lock Typewriter Company. Here the 
manager entered the Naval Flying force, and travelers 
and mechanics the Army. The governing director of the 
company interviewed his sister, the widow of a clergyman 
who was residing at Gloucester, and pointed out to her 
that her son was doing his bit for his country as an officer 
on the transport (and, by the way, he had the experience 
of being twice torpedoed during the war) and a propo- 
sition was made to Mrs. Nickalls that she should do her 
bit by going into business and taking the management of 
the Gloucester branch. This she agreed to do, and after 
three weeks of intensive studying she acquired the use 
of the typewriter by the “all finger” method, and became 
sufficiently posted on the subject of typewriters to take 
over the management of the branch. 

Mrs. Nickalls, who, prior to the war, had been a strong 
advocate and speaker on behalf of women’s suffrage, de- 
cided to run the branch entirely with women, and has 
successfully achieved this during the whole of the war, 
having run the entire branch, including school of short- 
hand and typewriting, with women assistants, and with 
women as typewriter repairers, and as she herself puts it, 
even the windows were cleaned by women, and we may 
add on the subject of cleanliness, the whole of the show 
room, offices, workshops.and school, showed unmistakable 
signs of being under the control of women; the cleanliness 
and order were an example to all typewriter depots.

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British Offices. 
What They Are and What They Need—By W. Teignmouth 
Shore. 
IRST study your market; then the man, individually, 
in that market. But I venture to think that Ameri- 
can exporters of office furniture and appliances to 
Great Britain do not sufficiently study our market before 
they set out to capture it. The American and the British 
market are not the same; they differ widely and essen- 


tially It is courting failure to send over goods to us 
just because they meet the American demand and are 
popular with American buyers. What is one market’s 


meat is another market’s poison. 

In the course of a brief article it is not possible to go 
into details concerning British offices, what they are and 
what they need. One general mistake is to assume that 
the British office manager is a back-number, and does 
not want a slick, up-to-date outfit and organization. He 
wants and values both. But in the majority of cases, he 
is neither convinced nor allowed by his management to 
incur anything like so heavy an outlay as is usual in 
America 

The British market can be divided roughly into three 
classes First, the quite few rich and progressive cor- 
porations and companies, especially those who are start- 
ing or reorganizing, who don’t count the cost of really 
first class goods. Second, what I would call the middle- 
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market, which is the biggest and with which I will deal 
later. Third, the stick-in-the-muds, who do not believe 
in modern methods and who, when they are, after much 
difficulty, persuaded that they must move or go under, 
try to do so without spending money. This is a big 
class still and is really not “worth while.” 

It is the second, or middle-market, that offers a fine 
field to the American manufacturer, but he must study 
it closely, adapt himself to it and not try to wrench it 
‘round to his-own views and beliefs; and he should, I 
hold, take advice from British office managers and see 
things on the spot before he sends his stuff across the 
water and starts out on his campaign. The buyers in this 
class are open-eyed fellows, who do not need to be con- 
vinced that modern appliances are essential to efficiency 
and that efficiency is essential to success. But they are 
for the most part unwilling to scrap old methods until 
they have experimented with and tested the new; they 
are not willing and often not able to lay down a large 
sum of money straight away. With them it is best to 
get the thin edge of the wedge in first, and then slowly 
and doggedly to push the wedge in further and further. 
They are with difficulty persuaded to buy first class and, 
therefore, costly tables, filing cabinets, labor-saving ma- 
chinery and so forth. They can fairly easily be got to 
try moderately priced furniture, filing necessaries and 
so on. But in my opinion it is still better to “get in” on 
minor matters and small appliances, even such details 
as folders, division cards, filing cards of all kinds, etc.,

and on “Systems.” This last, I believe, is a very im- 
portant and, I know, is a much neglected “opening.” 
It’s no use trying to persuade a man to buy that of which 
he does not realize and thoroughly understand the us¢ 
Try to get the prospective customer to talk “system”; 
show him how he can save time, labor, space, which 
means saving money. Show that to spend a little will 
save a lot. Then gradually introduce the means to be 
used to achieve this end, and don’t confine attention 
to the “boss” only; make diplomatic advances to the 
managers of departments. 

This is only a brief outline, but I am sure the points 
raised are well worth serious consideration by all in- 
tending—and, indeed, present—importers of American 
office appliances.

British-American Reciprocal Advertising Service.

potential demand, competition, etc., in the other country 

At the moment, the committee is laying the greater 
stress on the development of British trade in America, 
because, in common with all other bodies interested in 
Anglo-American trade, it is deeply concerned with the 
menace that the present low rate of sterling exchange 
holds for the immediate future of the American export 
trade. Realizing that the only remedy lies in British 
exports to the United States, the committee is giving 
special attention to the subject so far as it relates to 
proprietary and trade-marked articles, the sale of whic] 
is commonly assisted by advertising. 

As a result of letters sent out by the American Chan 
ber in London, the co-operation of several of the fore 
most American organizations is already pledged in ol 
taining for British manufacturers the general information 
outlined above as to the market in America for their 
goods. Among them are the: American Manufacturers’ 
Export Association, Associated Business Papers, Inc., 
New York; American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
New York; American Association of Advertising Age 
cies, Cleveland; Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World, Indianapolis; Periodical Publishers’ Associatio1 

The American Chamber is now requesting the Federa 
tion of British Industries to supply a few instances, as 
test cases, in order to insure the smooth working of 
the service in the future. The following leading British 
organizations have already signified their interest: Fed- 
eration of British industries (Industrial Publicity Serv 
ice); National Union of Manufacturers; Association of 
British Advertising Agents; London Chamber of Com- 
merce. The advertising committee of the American 
Chamber hopes to have the reciprocal information service 
fully established within a short time.

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A Message from Egypt. 


By P. A. Castaldi, General Manager, National Trading Com- 
pany, Alexandria, Egypt. 

NOTE.—Mr. Castaldi spent ten years in the United States, 
where he acquired a thorough business education and a fluent 
command of English. For four years he headed a concern 
in Malta and there introduced several American-made office 
equipment machines and devices. He is now general manager 
of the company named above, which, he says, is founded on 
American principles 

Alexandria, Cairo, Port Said—three hustling cities, 
bustling with the hubbub of business, full of large, pre 
tentious offices, richly and expensively furnished, and yet 
one needs the proverbial “lantern of Diogenes” to detect 
an American desk, a filing device, or one of the hundred 
and one other labor saving devices which are the very 
life of the American business office; and you are the 
only ones to blame. These business people can not all 
come to the United States and to your factory or show- 
rooms to see what you have to offer—they are waiting for 
you, waiting patiently. They are eager to see, to be 
convinced, to give you their money; but they are not

satisfied with a mere picture and a few lines of English, 
which they probably do not understand. 

The business community of Egypt is cosmopolitan, and 
you may one minute walk into the offices of an Egyptian 
coal magnate, the next to the English textile lion, then 
to the French wine importer, and so on to the Greek, 
Italian, and Syrian business enterprise. All these people, 
no matter what their nationality, no matter what their 
business, are keen, intelligent men, who are fully aware 
that the methods of yesterday are today obsolete; that 
the quill pen has been replaced by the typewriter, that 
the blotter superseded the sand-box, and they have made 
the changes. But they do not know yet that the four- 
legged table they are using is not a business desk, that 
the arch file is a handicap instead of an aid, that it is 
much easier, safer and less costly to add and calculate 
by machine than by man power, and that a cheque prop- 
erly made out cannot be altered. 

The pictures on your catalogs may be pretty enough, 
but to them they are. just pictures; they cannot conceive 
the great difference between their table and the flat top 
desk; a pictured battery of filing units does not convey 
anything to them; the adding machine, the cheque pro 
tector look very nice, but how do they work? 

And there you are. Do you want to do business here? 
Do you really mean it in an American way? Then send 
your goods, and trust them to a man who can intelligently 
show, explain, and demonstrate them to these people, and 
you will find your turn-over.

BUSINESS IS “JUST SO” 


SOME PRACTICAL ILLUSTRATIONS, WITH A 
FEW SUGGESTIONS, BY C. E. GIBBONS 


HE general manager of a many-millioned dollar 
iz ipitalized corporation was asked the cost on a re- 

spective type of work. He immediately telephoned 
to the chief-in-charge of that respective department; the 
chief-in-charge could not immediately inform him, but 
would see that the information was given in a day or 
two That respective department employed one chief 
clerk, six assistant clerks, eight division chiefs, sixteen 
division clerks, twelve timekeepers, fifteen assistant en 
gineers: a total force, engineering and clerical, of fifty- 
four members; in addition there was a labor force of two 
thousand men and seventy-six foremen, yet the chief of 
that respective department was unable at a moment’s 
notice to definitely give from established data the unit 
cost of work in his department. Two years later that 
corporation was in the hands of a receiver. 

\ corporation in a different line employing 14,000 men 
and 1,000 clerical workers was unable to tell at the ter 
mination of the week periods, exactly how much the work 
was costing. The exact cost was, however, ascertained 
in about four to five weeks later. 
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Cc. E. GIBBONS. 


\ corporation, reorganizing its personnel, requested the 
resignation of over one hundred clerical workers, experi 
enced help. In their places were newly employed fifty 
clerks at an advance in salary of approximately fifty per 
cent.; by so doing they dropped the experienced em- 
ployees and started the new regime with fifty per cent 
nexperienced help, increasing their wages cost fifty per 
cent. over the previous rates, trusting in luck and the 
future for success. 

A corporation in which, after an investigation, it was 
discovered that five male clerks (or accountants, as they 
proudly termed themselves) each wasted from one to 
one and one-half hours daily, exchanging views on poli 
tics, social events, current and national, as well as inter 
national questions; a further investigation and survey, 
taken at night, after they had departed, disclosed the 
incontrovertible fact of waste represented by misuse of 
pencils, pens, paper and other office supplies. The mana 
ger did not realize the conditions until desk drawers were 
examined; then he did realize what an amount of waste 
the corporation was paying for. Other departments pr‘ 
sented a like condition. That waste has been eliminated 
and a gain made There was at first a protest (latent 
of course) principally of the “dark alley barking” type, 
but as positions were of more advantage, financially to 
them, the “barkers” soon stopped barking and fell into 
line to effect more economy. 

\ corporation, becoming imbued with intellectual, 
quasi-progressive tendencies, introduced the weekly con- 
ference camouflage The initial proceedings appeared 
optimistic, but after a few weeks a debating society ma 
terialized, culminating in petty jealousies, recriminations, 
forced resignations and finally, the adjournment, sine die, 
of the conferences. Wonderful procedure: department 
managers employed at large salaries; meeting in weekly

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conference to promote the progress of the corporation 
and assist each other materially to advance, yet without 
success. Not the fault of the intention, but the short- 
sightedness, individual pride and personal picayune con- 
ceits of each human equation. The general manager 
realized that without the presence of the foremen, the 
departmental managers were merely theorizing. One 
workman plainly stated, “What is the use of these con- 
ferences when the department heads have to ask the 
foremen for the dope?” True—-unless a manager knows 
how to obtain “the dope” and systematically have it ar- 
ranged for inquisition at a moment's notice, he certainly 
has no legitimate right to be the chief of a department; 
he is simply occupying space that an efficient employee 
would fill to advantage. 

An accountant (!) employed by a large corporation 
doing government work, became dissatisfied, owing to 
his ambitions not being realized (principally financial) 
resigned and sought employment in a more, in his belief, 
remunerative berth in another corporation. From his 
application paper and later from a personal interview, 
the following facts were obtained: 

He had been employed for the previous five years as a 
clerk, with a well-known and widely advertised corpora- 
tion as assistant to the Assistant-General Auditor; had 
supervision over six clerks, received a salary of $2,000.00 
per year doing routine work; when the opportunity to 
enter the employ of the corporation doing government 
work presented itself, he applied for a position. Through 
influence he was accepted and rated as statistician at a 
salary of $3,000.00 per year, an increase of 50 per cent 
over his previous wage. Not being capable of fulfilling 
the obligations of the position (although he does not 
admit it), he in haste resigned; applied for position as 
accountant with one of the government departments, at 
that time eagerly seeking clerical help, and irrespective 
of qualifications, was accepted at a salary of $2,700.00 
per year. Here also he became dissatisfied owing to not 
being placed in charge of the work. Then we met him; 
after listening to his extraordinary (!) record, we, in a 
charitable disposition, asked a few questions in order 
definitely to ascertain his real worth, at the same time 
analyzing his egotism and finally sifting his verbal evi- 
dence thoroughly. Then we promised to advise him 
definitely in a few days. This was done by mailing a 
very courteous !etter of information stating his name 
was on our list of prospective eligibles. His name is 
still there at the bottom of the list. Considering the 
talent we are able to select from, it is doubtful if his name 
will go higher. 

Poor man! Looking for the opportunity of obtaining 
$4,000 per year, giving in return qualifications we set at 
$1,500 (considering the present H. C. L. conditions) 
We do not blame his ambition, we admire that; but cer- 
tainly he should use greater discretion in his applications 
Economic worth, not charity, was our motive. Are these 
types individual? By no means. From experience and 
observation they have been found to represent the rule 

To be candid—three most important factors create or 
destroy commercial enterprises, viz., egotism, money 
madness, lack of ability: these three are the components 
constituting the one chief factor—inefficiency. Why? 
The commercial world today being composed of 98 per 
cent. ordinariness and 2 per cent. extraordinariness, is in 
such a state of desuetude that the 2 per cent., although 
on the brink of despair, yet patiently bear with the con- 
ditions (because they are unable to change them), until 
either by education, matured experience or Providence, 
subsequent years will bring forth the criteria they so 
longingly await. 

The cure—Emphatically residing in the human equa- 
tion. Important, to wit: placing misfits where they eco- 
nomically, justifiably amalgamate, or as nearly so as 
human intelligence (which in the selective view presum- 
ably is nearly perfect) may decide. 

The first important step towards progress is in the 
analysis of your rank and file; that rank and file analysis 
starting at the top, continuing down to the bottom 
Analysis! Yes, by ready at hand records, so as to be 
able at a moment’s notice to select for promotion the 
most eligible; not taking as a basis, popularity, but the 
economic worth of the selection as guaranteed by his 
daily work record. Where will the selection fit to better 
advantage possessing the same application and attention 
to duty?

Never promote an individual simply owing to his 
possession of imperious, dogmatic methods; that type 
never constructs, but always causes discontentment, dis 
satisfaction and discouragement to honest labor. When 
water is storm-tossed, oil will subdue the wave and give 
the mariner a smooth sea; human nature is not unlike it. 
Docility is the handmaid of leadership, it matters not 
how high the eminence. 

Let it be ever understood that results, successful re 
sults, are the criteria of promotion. When this under 
standing ‘is realizable, your observation will be clearer 
in the manifestation of your enterprise soaring toward 
perfection; your endeavors, satisfying; your personnel 
becoming proficient 

Slumberers, dreamers, gossipers, calumniators should 
not have a berth in an up-to-date, full of “pep” organi- 
zation; co-operation, alliance, team-work, should and 
must be the procedure to obtain successful results; hon- 
est criticism, fortified by concrete facts, should be invited 
and welcomed, for they will assist to a wonderful degree. 

Remember, when you spend one dollar, whether it be 
for labor or material, demand one hundred cents in return 
and attend to it until you get it; every action, every 
moment, each material factor for which you expend 
money, represents either a gain or a loss, not alone to the 
employee, but also to the enterprise. 

Eliminate speedily that cloak for sloth and inefficiency 
—“‘Overhead Expense’—by using in place thereof (the 
only means of knowing cost) a direct charge to and for 
what money is expended: this refers to the valuable (?) 
time of the executive as well as to the laborer, sweeper, 
or other humble worker. Take pride in the fact that 
you are managing a business, not a charitable institution 
Avoid gullibility. Because an applicant for exalted honors 
presents verbal affirmations as to his extraordinary quali- 
fications (!) do not accept him as the Alpha or Omega; 
he may be satisfactory to your competitor, while a 
lamentable failure to you. Analyze thoroughly; examine 
the molecules; gather the atoms; if the analytical test 
satisfies, then give the test the benefit; perhaps it will 
be wonderful. Experience, however, has taught the oppo- 
site, unless care is considered. Finally, become a living, 
workable example to your rank and file: show them by 
that example that you also believe in progress; treat 
them humanely, justly and sociably; let it be known that 
your time is costing the enterprise an expense, just as 
much as is their time, that you demand results and 
will get them; in a short while you will observe your 
organization working with you loyally, for the humble 
worker will always follow the enterprising, up-and-com- 
ing executive: they believe in leadership and long for it, 
but it must be leadership, not camouflage. 

One pre-eminent factor working toward success is that 
each executive’s time should be so scheduled daily as 
to show really what his duties for that day consisted 
of; in brief, an exact cost of his daily time and how 
that time was employed. I realize I am now trespassing 
on “personal prerogatives,” but, the investor also has 
“personal prerogatives” and one of those prerogatives 
is to know for what the expense is incurred. “Overhead” 
as a general item will not really tell him; in fact it is 
simply camouflage covering up a multitude of venalities 
costing money; it is just as essential for true, honest 
cost-finding to know what the executive is doing as it is 
to know what the humble operator is doing; “overhead” 
is also an unjust method, for the reason that some dé 
partments are burdened by pro-rata, non-participating ex- 
pense, while other departments enjoy a sinecure. 

Therefore, eliminate it as much as possible and your 
production, selling and supervision costs will be placed 
exactly where they belong while your knowledge of exact 
cost will place you in a position to meet the price of 
competition. 

The result—‘Business is Splendid’; not as you for 
merly dejectedly affirmed, “Business is Just So.”

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solved upon the accepted basis that without national pros 
perity the permanent interests of parties to industry can- 
not be conserved; and that with such prosperity relations 
between employers and employees can be worked out with 
justice to both. 

In its broadest aspect, employers and employees un- 
questionably have a common interest, as it is only through 
the promotion of the interests of both that the country 
and the industrial communities in it can enjoy perma- 
nent prosperity. The actions and demands of employers 
and employees become unwarranted wher. they handicap 
the industries of the nation in competition with foreign 
industries. 

2. The establishment of a recognized and permanent 
method of conference between the employer and his 
employees. 

Conferences, at which all subjects of mutual interest 
may be presented, are essential to the development of 
understanding and mutual confidence. The mere willing- 
ness of an employer to meet employees who have griev- 
ances is not sufficient. There should be a definite arrange- 
ment—satisfactory tc both employers and employees— 
whereby employees can collectively take up disputes o1 
matters of common interest with employers. 

Your committee has no recommendation to make con- 
cerning the plan of conferences which should be estab- 
lished, except that whenever plans of conferences are 
inaugurated they should be worked out jointly by em- 
ployer and employees, and not prescribed by the em- 


plover. Conditions vary so in different industries and 
plants that no one plan of conference can be adopted by 
all. The plan must be developed and adapted in each 


plant in the light of existing conditions. 

The functions of the conference and the determination 
of the propér subjects for consideration must be in each 
case a matter of gradual development. Your committee 
suggests, however, that the following matters should be 
immediately recognized as included in those which should 
be discussed in conference: 

(a) Wages and working conditions, including steps to 
promote continuous and permanent employment, espe- 
cially in the case of introduction of new machinery and 
new processes. 

(b) Plant conditions affecting health and general wel- 
fare of the workers. 

3. The limitation of the economic law of supply and 
demand as a basis of labor policy by the utilization of a 
more human doctrine. 

Like the solution of the entire problem of industrial 
relations, the development of any definite human doctrine, 
which will modify and limit the economic law of supply 
and demand, will be a matter of evolution. Nevertheless, 
your committee recommends the immediate recognition 
of the following principles which will themselves modify 
the application of the law of supply and demand to a 
large degree, and are essential to the development of the 
huinan doctrine 

1. All wage earners, skilled and unskilled, in return for 
a fair day’s work, have a right to a living wage sufficient 
to insure the workers and their families the opportunity 
to live in health and comfort in accord with the concepts 
and standards of American life. 

2. Continuity of employment at normal wages should 
be maintained up to a point where permanent prosperity 
and stability of the business—rather than immediate 
profits would be endangered thereby. 

Recently much interest has been shown in plans of 
sharing in profits and. participation in management. Many 
of these plans are undoubtedly valuable if properly devel- 
oped and given their proper place. They deserve the 
careful attention of employers. However, your commit- 
tee desires to point out that they are merely aids, not 
remedies. Any plan, the introduction, continuation and 
final interpretation of which rests solely upon the volition 
of the employer will not entirely eliminate dissatisfaction, 
because it lacks the elements of certainty and permanence 
and there is no power of enforcement on the part of the 
employee. 

In closing, your committee suggests that the Merchants’ 
Association of New York make a special appeal to its 
members, and to employers generally, to realize that the 
employment function in management is not second, either 
in importance or complexity, to any other phase of busi- 
ness activity; to give diligent study to the problems of 
industrial relations and to the development of a proper 
labor policy; and to put the relations between employees 
and management under the direct supervision of a sepa- 
rate department of the business headed by a trained mem- 
ber or officer of the firm or corporation.

American Office Equipment in Peculiar Places. 

Proof that it is not where an office is located, or what 
it looks like, that makes possible the turning out of quan- 
tities of work, but rather the material with which to do 
it, is furnished by Mrs. Elsic V. Montgomery, of Lincoln, 
Nebraska, who was a stenographer with the American 
Red Cross during the war and who recently returned 
from France. 

Some of the conditions under which it was possible 
to work, and even enjoy working, can be gathered from 
Mrs. Montgomery’s experiences of more than a year on 
the other side of the ocean. “Never again,” she says, 
“will I kick about office surroundings. The meanest kind 
of a place would look like heaven to me after the places 
in which I have worked. 

“I was in one office,” she continued, “that had been 
thrown together in several hours. It was begun in the 
morning, painted at noon, and we worked in it all after- 
noon. There were cracks in the walls, and cracks in 
the floor so wide we could have put our hands down 
and touched the ground. We used to put our blankets 
down over them, but later the Red Cross sent us linoleum 

“We occupied this building in the winter time. It was 
equipped with stoves that burned wood, but they were 
small and did not give forth much heat. Our hands were 
so cold we could hardly move our typewriter keys. At 
home every one of us would have wailed in anguish, 
but there we considered it a matter of course. 

“Our office hours were from 9 to 5, with two hours 
for lunch. We took the two hours unless we were rushed, 
and then we didn’t eat at all.” 

All over Europe the American Red Cross established 
offices to carry on their work among the soldiers during 
the war and among the civilians for the period following 
the withdrawal of the army. In some places farthest 
from the march of trade and commerce, the native 
dwellers have been astounded when the Americans fitted

Although it was possible to obtain and ship to Europe 
all of the latest office equipment necessary for the speedy 
and economical conduct of activities, it was of course 
impossible to ship over any office buildings. Therefore 
such contrasting conditions as Mrs. Montgomery and 
many other clerical workers with the Red Cross describe 
can be seen in practically every country in Europe. 

Many things that in America are considered absolutely 
necessary for the conduct of modern business are un- 
known to the European, especially in Eastern Europe, 
Russia and Poland. Here it has often been necessary to 
build private telephone lines connecting cities in which 
relief work headquarters had been established. In many 
of the smaller towns of France and in the larger cities 
of such countries as Roumania, Serbia, and Czecho- 
Slovakia, typewriters are unknown, filing cabinets un- 
heard of, and the hundred and one other promoters of 
business efficiency are not known to exist. 

Through the Red Cross these countries are learning 
efficiency. The business men of these newly liberated 
nations realize that it is on them that much of the work 
of rebuilding and reconstruction must fall. In govern- 
ment these men hope for democracy, in business they are 
anxious to learn new methods, find means of obtaining 
greater efficiency, and build for themselves greater com- 
mercial organizations. 

For instruction in government, in education, and in 
business the leading citizens are now looking toward the 
United States. In the government of the United States, 
as they know it, they find the ideal for which they seek, 
but the more far-sighted people of these countries realize 
that they must cbtain more than the governmental struc- 
ture successfully to realize their dreams. That is why 
they desire American teachers for their schools, Ameri- 
can products for their stores and homes, and American 
methods of efficiency for their offices and factories. 

They have already been given an example of the suc- 
cess of American methods. The Red Cross and other 
relief agencies have shown them how quickly a few per- 
sons can reorganize and rebuild a destroyed vicinity, how 
modern methods of efficiency, costing more at the outset 
perhaps, finally save more than all of their native fru- 
gality. 

Education of the European business man, however, was 
not the main reason why the American Red Cross has 
applied modern business methods to its work, and put 
up-to-date equipment in its offices throughout Europe. 
American office equipment was shipped to Europe, inter- 
communicating telephone systems put in, and many other 
such innovations effected not for the purpose of impress- 
ing upon the European the value of American methods. 
In fact that phase was not even considered, but hap- 
pened without conscious effort on the part of the relief 
workers. 

The purpose of the Red Cross in using every device 
that could be obtained for lessening its clerical work and 
saving time of its executives, was to keep it, as it always 
has been, the most economically administered organiza- 
tion of its kind in the world. 

The war permitted still more efficient methods of ad- 
ministration, although the activities called for a greatly 
enlarged field. Now the emergency work for the army 
and navy and reconstruction work in Europe is being 
completed as rapidly as possible, and the attention of the 
Red Cross centered on problems at home. The new pro- 
gram of Americanism for the coming year will include 
the extension of Home Service to aid all persons who 
are in need of neighborly advice and guidance, the en- 
largement of facilities for disaster relief, and increase of 
instruction in first aid treatment. 

All of the experiences gained in the war are to be 
turned to promoting better living and preventing disease 
among civilian population in the United States.

National Association Headquarters to Be in 
Chicago. 
Executive Committee at Meeting in Chicago 
Announces Early Establishment of Head- 
quarters in This City—Pittman to Move 
Here from St. Louis with Files and all Data. 

During the early part of last month the executive com- 
mittee of the National Association of Stationers and Man- 
ufacturers, consisting of President R. S. Bauer of Lynn, 
Mass.; Fletcher B. Gibbs of Chicago, and Charles N. Bell- 
man of Toledo, held sessions in Chicago. The Chicago 
Stationers’ Association took advantage of the opportunity 
and gave a luncheon in honor of the new president and the 
other members of the executive committee. Presiding at 
the luncheon was John W. Ogren, chainrman of the Chi- 
cago Stationers’ Association. The others present were 
Ralph S. Bauer, president of the National Association;

Redington, W. W. Buchanan, F. P. Seymour, E. Y. Hor- 
der, Charles Mueller, Dudley A. Johnson, Charles Ham- 
burger, Ralph B. Wilson, H. B. Struble, W. W. Carpenter, 
C. M. Meyer, Charles Stromberg, Shea Smith, H. K. Vin- 
ton, E. O. Vaile of Rock Island, and Messrs. Wells of 
S. S. Stafford, Inc., Lindquist of Geyer’s Stationer, Martin 
of Office Appliances and Harris of The Carter’s Ink Com- 
pany. 

This luncheon, which was held at the Sherman Hotel 
on November 14, was in several ways an interesting event. 
President Bauer here had an opportunity to express his 
ideas informally and in a conversational way. He said 
that he always felt at home in Chicago, for here he had 
some of the pleasantest experiences of his life. He ex- 
prssed his appreciation of the honor conferred upon him 
by his election to the presidency of the National Associa- 
tion—an honor peculiarly felt because it expresses the 
confidence of his associates in the stationery field. The 
association faces a hard year and a real job, and it is 
necessary to put everything planned across. To do the 
work the officers will have to have the help of the trade 
here and everywhere. 

The executive committee, continued Mr. Bauer, has es- 
tablished Chicago as the permanent headquarters of the 
association. The committees appointed to carry on the 
work of the year are the strongest the association has 
ever had, and plans have been outlined for each commit- 
tee. It is expected to make a strong drive on the subject 
of turnover and to make sales help for dealers the feature 
of the year’s work. Methods of increasing the volume of 
sales will be studied intensively and information and sug- 
gestion will be passed along to all the members of the 
association. A sustained attempt will be made to teach 
the fundamentals of increasing sales on all items. The 
campaign throughout will be educational. 

A survey of costs in the different districts will be made, 
and regional lists in loose leaf form will be supplied, giv- 
ing information as to costs of overhead and suggested 
methods of arriving at a safe percentage of gain. Pur- 
chasing agents will be encouraged to obtain these lists 
that they may give their orders to the retail trade. Man- 
ufacturers will supply advance information as to changes 
in prices, and an effort will be made to sustain the trade 


of the retailer by turning all possible business his way. 
Mr. Bauer expressed himself as favoring net price lists as 
against other methods. 

Mr. Bellman expressed the conviction that now the as- 
sociation is prepared to prove its value; that it can show 
what it has to sell, and that the increased dues will bring 
in plenty of money for the needs of the organization. 

Mr. Gibbs coincided with the opinion of Mr. Bellman. 
He described the kind of central offices which it is in- 
tended to establish in Chicago. Mr. Pittman and an ac- 
countant will be brought here from St. Louis, with the 
extremely valuable data they have gathered, and 
will be selected with a view to making them a real central 
meeting place for association activities, with rooms for 
conferences, committee meetings, etc. It is planned to 
hold a series of regional meetings of stationers to co- 
operate with the national association, and the cooperation 
of the wholesale stationers, office furniture manufacturers, 
greeting card manufacturers, copper and screen plate en- 
gravers, etc., will be enlisted to secure a greater uniformity 
of trade customs and a more practical and energetic ap- 
plication of sound selling principles, including publicity, 
throughout the trade. The members of the 
said Mr. Gibbs, will view the slight increase in dues as an 
investment.

Efficiency Points in Letter Writing. 


General Fireproofing had the following to say about 
writing efficient letters: 

We all have to write letters, business and personal, 
every day, and lots of times we write them by the score. 
In the confusion and bustle of routine office work with 
petty disturbances cropping up—it’s often impossible to 
get good thought and concentration into your letter 
writing. But when you think it over, there really isn’t 
anything that you do, that is quite as important. You 
are conveying ideas to the other man through the mail 
and a good letterhead or fine bond stationery isn’t going 
to make an impression if the contents of your letter are 
just plain bunk. There has to be clearness and concise- 
ness and the letter has to show a complete analysis of 
the subject at hand. One efficiency man summed up the 
writing of 100 per cent. letters in ten point units, as 
follows: 

Plan—Knowledge of subject, knowledge of object, 
knowledge of prospect. 

Text—Is it complete? Is it Logical? Is it concise? 
Is it Forceful? Is it Sincere? 

Form—Appearance, accuracy. 

How easy it is to detect a well-planned letter—and 
what a relief it is to receive one, when so much of your 
mail contains nothing but riff-raff!

The Red Cross and the War. 


The American Red Cross has published a statement of 
its finances and accomplishments covering the period from 
July 1, 1917, to February 28, 1919. It is the record of the 
trusteeship of the international bank of comfort and 
relief to the 18,602,759 members who entrusted their 
money to the direction of the “Greatest Mother in the 
World.” The book is an array of amazing figures show 
ing receipts and disbursements. Aside from the financial 
statements the book is of deep interest, in that it shows 
what was done in the United States, in France and else 
where overseas. That “elsewhere” covers work in Bel 
gium, Italy, the British Isles, Switzerland, Balkan States 
Russia, Siberia, Palestine and the Near East, Poland and 
Germany. 

A cross section of the contributor’s dollar shows that 
14 cents were spent in camp service in the United States, 
30 cents elsewhere in the United States, 30 cents in 
France, 6 cents in Italy, and 20 cents elsewhere overseas 

A tabulation shows the adult memberships, by states 
with the percentage of the state populations represented 
by Red Cross memberships. To the shame of the most 
densely populated states the record shows the highest 
percentages of memberships in the agricultural states 
It might be supposed that the ratio of memberships would 
be in direct proportion to the population density. For 
it is natural to assume that a manufacturing community 
would be able to marshal a greater proportion of can- 
vassers for memberships, and could work on the concen 
trated population with better effect, than in a state whose 
populations is widely distributed. Yet Iowa has 33.12 
per cent of her population enrolled in the Red Cross, 
736,879 out of a total of 2,224,771. The industrial states 
do not show so well: Massachusetts, 24.70 per cent; 
Connecticut, 20.65 per cent; New Jersey, 14.21 per cent 
New York, 14.60 per cent; Delaware, 7.21 per cent; Illi- 
nois, 15.05 per cent. In percentages Alaska leads the 
list, 36.34. The averaged percentage of the population 
of the United States enrolled in the American Red Cross 
is 17.66. And the figures represent the enrollment stimu 
lated by war! The American people should make their 
quota of membership in the Red Cross in peace time 
higher than that.
